OF APPENDICITIS|" | 


Noted American Playwright 
Succumbs After Hard Fight 
for Life at Chalons-Sur- 
Marne, France.

CHALONS-SUR-MARNE, France, Sept. 
4.—Clyde Fitch, the american playwright, 
died here tonight, tollowhig gmoperation for 
appendicitis, — 

Mr. ‘Fitch was stricken with an acute at- 
tack while traveling from Germany, and upon 
his arrival here underwent an operation at 
the hands of Dr. Alquier, The patient rallied 
somewhat after the operation, and yesterday 
showed some signs of improvement. He had 
suffered a relapse last night, however, and 
although he was fully conscious during the 
early hours today the improvement in his 
condition was not meintained. 

After marked delirium, he lapsed into un- 
consciousness about 8 o'clock in the after- 
noon, at which time the attendant physicians 
nee mf hope of his recovery, He died at 9:30 
o'clock. 


Father Is Grief Stricken. 

Hartford, Conn., Sept. 4—Capt. W. G. 
Fitch, U. 8. A., father of Clyde Fitch, the 
blaywright, was grief stricken tonight upon 
learning of his son's death. Mrs. Fitch left 
here Friday for France to nurse her son. 
She had been buoyed up with hopeful cable- 
grams up to the moment of her departure. 
Clyde Fitch, it is understood, has had two 
previous attacks of appendicitis, but he al- 
ways feared an operation. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

William Clyde. Fitch was born in Schenec- 
tady, N. ¥., May 2, 1865; and was educated 
at Amherst college, from which he was grad- 
uated in 1887. His father was Capt. William 
Goodwin! Fitch, who at one time was in the 
insurance business in Hartford. His mother 
was Alice Clark of Hagerstown, Md. Shortly 
after his graduation Fitch went abroad and 
had kept up the habit of paying yearly visits 
to continental cities ever since. He made a 
close study of the theatrical affairs of every 
nation and became an authority on the sub- 
ject, apparently having In mind a career as 
playwright. Instead of writing plays imme- 
diately following his college days, however, 
he confined himself to turning out poetry 
and children’s books. He spent several 
months as a painter and decorative worker. 

Richard Mansfield in 1889, upon the advice 
of a friend, selected Fitch to.write “ Beau 
Brummel.”’ Mansfield already had devised 
the character he wished to portray, and | 
Fitch’s work was more or less subsidiary. 


First Work Decides Career. 

The work he put upon the play, however, 
had the effett of turning the young author's 
wavering purpose permanently to play writ- 
ing. During the interval] between the writing 
of “Beau Brummell ” and its production, Mr. 
Fitch wrote his first original play. It was 
talled ‘‘ Betty's Finish,’’ and was produced 
in Boston, with Miriam O'Leary in the lead- 
ing réle. It was a comedy in four acts and 
was successful. 

Recently the play. was produced by Augus- 
tus Pitou under the new title of ‘‘ A Modern 
Match.”’ 

After his first effort, Fitch wrote ‘‘Fred- 
erick Le Malitre,”’ in which Felix Morris and 
Henry Miller starred; “A Wave of Life,’’ 
and “*‘ The Knighting of the Twins,”’ and a 
few years later ‘‘ Some Correspondence and 
Conversations,”’ and “ The Smart Set.’’ 


First Efforts Successful. 

“ Beau Brummel’’ was produced by Mans- 
field at the Madison Square theater in 1890. 
The actor’s great success in the play gave 
Fitch his real start as a dramatist. About } 
this time there appeared in rapid succession 
a-number of new plays by Fitch, nearly all 
of which were more or less successful. 
Among them were ‘ Mistress Betty,’’ which 
he wrote for Mme. Mojeska, and which was 
revived later under the name of “ The Toast 
of the Town"; “ His Grace De Grammont.”’ 
written for Otis Skinner; “‘ Pamela’s Prod- 
igy '’; “‘ April Weather,’’ which he adapted 
for Sol Smith Russell; '' The Moth and the 
Fiame,” ‘‘ The Tale of a Coat,”’ and“ The 
Masked Ball,’ in which John Drew first ap- 
peared as a star in 1895. Between 1800 and 
1900 Fitch produced fourteen plays and had 
written many more. His production of “ Bar- 
bara Frietchie,” in which Julia Marlowe 
starred, and “ Nathan Hale,” Nat Goodwin's 
vehicle, added to his fame. 

Throughout his career his productivity in 


structing old ones continued unabated. His 
“Captain Jenks of the Horse Marines,” 
which was produced in the spring of 1901 
with Ethel Barrymore in the leading role, 
and “ The Climbers,” in which Amelia Bing- 
ham appeared, brought Fitch big royalties. 
In all he wrote more than fifty plays.

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HEROES SAVE IN QUICKSANDS 


Daring Workers Rescue a Dozen 
Companions from Death,

TWO DIE IN SEWER CAVESIN, 


One Victim Still Buried in the Rast 
Chicago Excavation. 


Two men were killed and a dozen more 
might have been sacrificed yesterday by 
quicksand in the cavein of a five foot sewer 
in the course of construction two miles east 
of Bast Chicago but for the heroism of three 
men. 

These heroes—John Spellman, Thomas Pur- 
cell, and William Furlong—waded into the 
débris of twisted timber sand quicksand and 
pulled man after man out of the death hole, 
performing in the rescue of the last impris- 
oned digger their greatest act. 

Joseph Meesering, a laborer with a large 
family, was buried beyond sight of the res- 
duers, but a shaft of wood leaning against 
another upright allowed him a small air 
space. Above him four feet lay the lifeless 
body of Frank Chichinslo, submerged in the 
sand. 

Below Metsering was a mass of timbers, 
bricks, and sand. He was about fifteen feet 
from the surface. For two hours he was 
hemmed jin so that he was unable to utter a 
word. As the rescue party from time to time 
extracted a man he could hear the shouts of 
the onlookers above him on the sand piles 
lising the ditch. 


| 
Daring Work of Rescuers. 

Furlong volunteered to go down into the 
pit beneath an overhanging ledge and see 
if he eould locate any of his fellow work- 
men there. He was told he took death in 
his hands, but daringly he descended into 
the grewsome hole. 

Faint and muffied groans mét Furlong’s 
ears as he let himself down, and in a few 
moments, digging with his hands in the sand, 
he discovered Messering pinioned between 
two ‘'sheetings.”” An attempt to pul! him 
out by a protruding foot was impossible. 

It was decided that the only way the man, 
could be unearthed was by means of sawing 
off a timber ten feet below where he lay. 
Furlong was supplied with a saw and a 
shovel, and Spellman and Purcell went down 
into the hole to assist him. 

Cries} of warning lest a second cavein take 
place arose from the hundreds of onlookers 
on the banks above, but the three men went 
to work and after an hour. managed to cut 
the timber loose from ifé anchorage in the 
sand so that Messering could move his head. 
Up to this time his head was bent over upon 
his chest. 


One Body Still Imprisoned. 

In a few minutes the imprisoned digger was 
released from what seemed inevitable death 
and taken to the sutface. Physicians 
worked over him and soon restored him to 
a normal condition. Despite the fact that 
he was imprisoned for three hours in the 
@itch, the only injusy he suffered was a 
crushed hand. 

Fifty men from then on worked strenu- 
ously until far into the night In an effort 
to extricate the body of a man believed to 
be Charles Lang, a laborer. As darkness 
fell lanterns were brought from East Chi- 
cago and while hundreds of men, women, 
and children—among them Lang’s son, Emi!]— 
looked on. the banks were ®raced, “' sheet- 
ings” sawed off and pulled’ out, and the 
sand dug out of the hole. Up to a late hour 
the man’s body was not found 

According to A. C. Proudfoot of the B. G. 
Proudfoot company, the contractors bullcing 
the, sewer, Lang is the only man still im-

prisoned in the sand. It wes seid by some 


of the workmen employed that possibly a 
second body might be found in the excava- 
tion. 

Frank Ziske, Michael Bencke, and Virgin- 
ito Catrino, three other laborers, escaped 
death by the narrowest margins. As the 
“sheeting ’’ began to give way they made a 
leap for safety, but the scaffolding on which 
} they were working sank beneath them. 


Bones Broken by Collapse, 

The three rescuers who extricated Messer- 
ing got these men out among the first, al- 
though it was nearly an hour before the last 
of the trio was pulled out of the pit. - Ziske 
suffered a fractured leg and was injured in- 
ternally. Bencke also was injured internally, 
and Catrino suffered a broken arm and severe 
bruises. 

Seventy-five laborers who live in East Chi- 
cago were at work on the trench at the time 
of the disaster. At the point where quick- 
sand was encountered sixteen men were in 
the hole. Four were laying brick at a point 
about twenty-five feet below the surface. 
An odd feature of the tragedy was the fact 
that the two men who lost their lives were 
working on the topmost scaffold. Those be- 
low. who seemed least likely to escape, man- 
aged to get to the surface unharmed, 

“T am sure we took the greatest of pre- 
caution against a casualty,” said A. C. Proud- 
foot, who is overseeing the work. ““ The 
sheetings are all brand new, the pump is 
in excellent working order, braces are placed 
at every four feet, and we knew we were 
encountering quicksand. The caveé-in simply 
is just one of those unaccountable things 
that happen from time to time and for which 
no one can be blamed.’’ 


Sewer to Drain “Oklahoma. ” 

The sewer when completed will drain that 
part of Hast Chicago knownas “ Oklahoma.”’ 
It will be about five miles in length and will 
intercept the One Hundred and Forty-third 
street sewer. The disaster occurred about 
100 yards from the point of intersection. 

Conorer E. R. Gordon of Lake county, In- 
diana, watched the work of rescue and will 
make a diligent inquiry into the reports of 
carelessness in the construction of the sewer. 


HAVEMEYER AID IS MISSING. 


Disappearance of Sugar Man’s Secre- 
tary Stirs Royal Arcanum Mem- 
bers to Hunt. 


Yonkers, N. Y., Sept. 4-—[Special.]—The 
disappearance of Oscar Boy, secretary to 
John Craig Havemeyer, the retired sugar 
man, was reported to the police here tonight. 
He left his home on Wednesddy morning 
and his wife supposed he was going to work. 
He has not sifice been seen by his family or 
friends. 

Mr. Havemeyer for some time has intrust- 
ed practically all his business interests to 
his secretary and confidential man. Tonight 
the former sugar refiner said he was much 
pained at Boy's unexplained absence. 

Mr. Havemeyer said, however, there was 
no trouble regarding his accounts. 

Boy is a past grand regent of the Royal 
Arcanum, and the officers of that order sent 
out an alarm for him, asking the members 
in other cities to assist in the search.

Delight Breaks Jib Sheet.” 

The Delight, with five men on board, got 
into trouble when it was nearly within the 
harbor entrance. Then the jib sheet broke 
and the craft became unmanageable. The 
efforts of the crew to make headway against 
the squall were fruitless and the five men 
saw themselves being carried swiftly upon 
the new pier which the government put in 
last spring. 

As the danger to the boat and its crew be- 
came apparent to watchers on shore, the life 
saving crew was dispatched to their aid. 
Before the life savers arrived the Delight 
was Dumping on the pier, tossing out on 
each successive wave, but always coming 
back to plunge against the breakwater. With 
difficulty the five men were taken off. They 
were given dry clothing at the life saving 
station and made comfortable there. The 
men on Delight were H. C. Wheeler, F. W. 
Hegman, Edward Hassenstein, Walter E. 
Werner, and Thomas P. Hamm Jr. 


Crew of Annie D. C. Saved. 

The Annie D, C. had a somewhat similar 
experience.- Her tiller broke as she was 
trying to work her way in between the piers 
that run out into the lake at the mouth of 
the river at the port. As she was pounding 
the breakwater her crew of three men was 
taken off by the life savers. The men on 
this boat were B. E. Holroyd, Charles R. 
Roowart, and Chester Waggner, /

half west of Michigan City and the breakers 
were having a merry time with it. 

When the Lillian L., the third racer to 
come to woe, was some miles out of Michi- 
gan City it got off its course, bearing too far 
to the south. The crew of three men could 
make no headway against the northeaster 
and the waves poured over the deck every 
other minute. At length the roar of the surf 
was heard above the whistling of the wind 
through the sails.

“We had all the modern -instrurments 
which other explorers have had, including 
thermometers, barometers, and sextants of 
the latest models. It is possible that our ob- 
servations were better than those of earlier 
days, but I do not assert that I am perfectly 
familiar with making astronomical! observa- 
tions, especially in the polar regions. I 
think that all explorers will be satisfied with 
my data.

Beieves in Eskimos. 

“The only witnesses I had were two Eski- 

mos, certaifly, but in all polar expeditions 
observations have been made by._one man.

Instead, I placed a 
small silk flag in a cylinder with my card 
and the record of the journey, with the date. 
The drift ice may carry the flag away, but to 
me that is a matter of indifference. I should 
have been glad to have found land there. 

“TIT am prepared to place my observations 
before any geographical society in the world, 
I think there is no doubt about my obtain- 
ing authoritative recognition. I already have 
received telegrams from the geographical 
societies of Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Bel- 
gium, and other countries, which congratu- 
late me, while Amundsen, Nordenskjold, 
Cagni, and Lecointe have acknowledged my 
work. I offer my observations to science the 
same as other men have done and I accept 
the responsibility. 

‘‘ As to the temperature at the pole, it was 
minus 38. I took about 400 photographs, one 
of which shows the American flag flying. 
These have not been developed. 


Pledge Faith in Feat. 

Most of the men who have had a chance to 
go over Dr. Cook’s data declare their faith 
in his claims that he has discovered the pole. 

Minister Hansen talked freely régarding 
the authenticity of Dr, Cook’s exploit. He 
said: 

“Our two foremost Danish arctic explorers, 
Amundsen and Rasmussen, know Dr. Cook 
personally, and they bave assured us that 
they believe implicitly every word he says 
about his achievement. Their word is ag 
good as gold with us on such questions.”’ 

Commodore Hovgaard, the comgnander of 
the royal yachts and one of the foremoet of 
Denmark's arctic explorers, had an oppor- 
tunity today of examining Dr. Cook's jour- 
nals. Later he said: 

‘I noticed certain discrepancies and inac- 
curacies in the newspaper reports of the ex- 
pedition, but a long conversation with Dr. 
Cook soon convinced me that his statements 
are absolutely reliable. His replies to my 
questions were clear and precise, and left 
no doubt in my mind. 

‘*I did not have sufficient time to read the 
diary, but from my brief inspection thereof 
I obtained the firm impression that the doc- 
tor’s claim of having reached the north pole 
is correct. 

** Naturally I cannot place the official] seal 
of acceptance on Dr. Cook’s achievement; 
that is for the head of his country todo. Dr. 
Cook has cabled the president of the United 
States. We are now awaiting Mr. Taft's re- 
ply, and we hope it will express official recog- 
nition.”’ 

Danish Explorer Has Faith. 

Daugaard Jensen, the Danish inspector of 
North Greenland and the highest official of 
that region, who spent two months in the 
company of Dr. Cook, is absolutely satisfied 
regarding the reliability. of Dr. Cook’s state- 
ment that he reached the north pole. 

Apart from his own observations Ingpect- 
or Jensen conferred with the Danish polar 
explorer, Knud Rasmussen, who obtained 
from the Cape York Eskimos a description of 
Dr. Cook’s journey. Ra@muesen is the only 
European who fully understands the lan- 
guage of the Cape York Eskimos, from aniong 
whom Dr. Cook’s companions on his expedi- 
tion were selected. 

Rasmussen tokd Jensen that the stories of 
these Eskimos confirmed Dr. Cook in all the 
éxternal details of his narrative. They cor- 
roborated the statement that the journey 
ended voluntarfly, no ice or other obstacles 
preventing its continuance. 


MELVILLE STILL IN DOUBT. 


Rear Admiral Surprised That Cook 
Would Leave Brass Tube in Float= - 
ing Ice as Proof, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 4.—Rear Admiral 
George W. Melville, when seen tonight re- 
garding Dr. Cook’s claim to the discovery of 
the narth pole, said he was still unconvinced 
that the goal of all Arctic explorers had ‘ 
been finally reached. He admitted, how- 
ever, Ahat the latest interviews obtained 
from Dr. Cook in Copenhagen presented the 
explorer’s claims in a more convincing light 
than did the original story. 

‘‘ The temperature of 83 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit is not impossible,” said the rear 
admiral, ‘“‘although lower than any tem- 
perature experienced in any expeditions with 
which Iam familiar.

Satisfy Skeptics. 


~ 


With the latest reports on Dr. Cook's ex- 
plorations before him, Prof. Thomas C. 
Chamberlin, head of the department of geo}- 
ogy of the University of Chicago, asked yeéb- 
terday for proof that the arctic traveler had 
Giscovered the north pole. It is the part of 
scientists, the educator said, to doubt, and 
to accept the statements as true only when 
backed up by convincing testimony. 
Incidentaliy the university professor chal- 
lenged the intelligence of the American peo- 
Die, asking if they could be gulled. He want- 
ed to know if the public'was disposed to ac- 
cept Dr. Cook's versions of his polar dash at 
face value and without question, or if proofs 
would be demanded, judgment being sus- 
pended meanwhile. Prof, Chamberlin left no 
doubt that he himself regarded Dr. Cook’s 
statements with utmost skepticism, saying 
they lacked internal evidence of truth. 

“ Every story or statement Bears on its face 
the earmarks of truth or falsehood,”” said 
Prof. Chamberlin. ‘‘ When e statement on 


‘an important matter is made we expect some- 


thing to back it up. When the statement is 


such a statement as that made by Dr. Cook 
one must of necessity doubt. There is noth- 


ing in it to prove that he ever reached the 
pole. We have nothing but his own word for 
that. We should have otherproof. If he had 
actually reached the pole he would have made 
a statement which would have set all doubt 
at rest.”’ 


Sees Test of Statement. 


Asked what proof would satisfy him the 
professor declined to state, intimating that 
acontest may come, Hesaid: 

“If this proves to be a ‘fake’ F’m not 
going to help it out by showing him how. 
It may come to a test; apd he should not 
be furnished with material for defense. By 
explaining everything that would be neces- 
sary to prove the actual discovery of the pole 
one would be merely telling an explorer who 
might wish to ‘fake’ what he must say to 
prove his contention.” 

“ Would the testimony of the Eskimos who 
accompanied Dr. Cook,"’ Prof. Chamberlin 
was asked, “be good evidence? Would a 
statement from them set the matter at rest?’’ 
“Not at all,” replied Prof. Chamberlin. 
“TY won't belittle the Eskimos, for they are 
bright people along certain lines. Doubtless 
if an Eskimo was questioned shortly after 
the happening of an event he would be able 
to tell approximately where he had been, 
but after some days I doubt if he would be 
at all clear on the matter. The testimony of 


Oommodore Peary, He Asserts, Would | 
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probably actually took place, especially after 
the carefully made plans of Dr. Cook. 

Referring to the Chicago professors, he 
said: 

** What do they know about it?” 

Tapping a map Dr. Cook himself drew, he 
continued: 

“Dr. Atwood, out in Chicago, says he 
knowe Dr. Cook as well as any one does. 
Nothing of the kind. He does not. None of 
those who criticize him in the interviews 
know anything about conditions in the polar 
regions except what they have read.

Madura is part of India, dirty, stinky, pic- 
turesque, and noisy. As sit here on theter- 
race of the station by the side of the decent 
rest and sleeping roome I can hear the roar of 
voices all around: me. I asked: ani English- 
man tonight what they talked about. | “ Pice. 
lice, vice, rice.’ He said he liked India be- 
cause there was good shooting and he couid 
have a horse. He has no use for the native. 
They lie and steal by nature, and beqeing is 
their other business. 


Called Down hy Old Guide. 


Thursday.—I refused the offer of an old 
guide yesterday. This morning he fook me to 
task because I allowed a temple peon to show 
me around and assist me in making some pur- 
chases. He knew what I had paid the guide, 
what I had bought, and how much | had paid 
for each article No need for the telephone in 
this land of theosophy and telepathy. 

He made me read his chit book. Every 
guide has his book or bundle of recommenda- 
tions. He generally carries them in 4 Cook's 
ticket cover. One of the old man’s chits 
reads: “Is less of a nuisance than, most of 
his brethren.” : 

Early after breakfast I drove to Teppa 
Kulam, a great tank. On the way I stopped 
at the palace of Tirumala Nayak. The inte- 
rior of the palace is imposing. One enters a 
great quadrangle, the roof of which is sup- 
ported by splendid arches, resting on kranite 
pillars. On one side of the court is a splendid 
hall, once used as a throne room, but now 
used as acourt. On the other side isaneven 
more splendid hall, which, in propriety and 
character, has been compared to a Gothic 
building. The palace ig now used as a pubiic 
buliding and must rank among the most 
beautiful of all the public buildings in India. 

Then a mile or so on in the country and Il 
came to the great banyan tree. A noble tree 
it is, with its more than 100 stems, making a 
shade 180 feet in diameter, the main stem be- 
ing 70 feet in diameter. The great tank, 
inclosed by a well kept stone wall, js inter- 
esting, with a beautiful little open on an 
island in the center. 

Nearby is a curious low caste Kali shrine 
with innumerable small, roughly made, and 
gayly painted clay images. And then back 
to the city and another-fascinating hour in 
the great temple, with its strange combina- 
tion of beauty and obscenity, dirt and grand- 
eur, sublimity and ludicrousness, gold and 
brass, enormous in extent, compelling admi- 
ration and respect. 


Off on Final Trip in India. 


At 11:30 I am off on my last journey in 
India. I have seen much, but have left more 
unseen. It would take years to see India, a 
lifetime to comprehend it, and no’one of the 
west has ever understood it. | 

Well, this car has a shower bath in it. I 
saw a tin pipe over the wash basin, with a 
spout on the end of it lHke that of a water- 
ing pot. I turned it around to see what it 
was. I saw and got properly sprinkled. The 
way is to the south, through the same level 
plains, with hills to the west, through a 
great land of cotton, now just flowering and 
cottoning. It looks poor and scant and 
ragged, not at all like our southern cotton 
fields. Also many rice fields. Here they are 
sowing, there plowing, and the green rice in 
places is already well up. The third class 
fare is cheap and the Hindu makes pilgrim- 
ages and likes to travel. He can travel 
twenty-four hours for a few cents. 

It grows hotter. | Was told up north that 
in the dry season there is only a sheet of 
paper between Delhi and hell—guess they 
forgot the paper down here; And they said 
Delhi would get hotter—why a sheet of pa- 
per? I feél like a baked potato. 

The Indian railways are a jolly lot. They 
go in for signs, You always know where you 
are and what each post is fer. This. had 
often struck me. Down here, at a little in- 
significant station, I saw on.beyond, along 
the track above the station, a little pile of 

cinders, perhaps five wagon. loads, but there 
was the big wooden sign on an iron post, 
and neatly painted thereon was “ Cinder 
Depot.”’ 


Reaches Sea; Off for Ceylon: 
The pajm trees increase in number, I per- 


‘gpire more freely, it is greener and not so 


hot, and here is Tuticorin—the sea again. 
After the usual] Hbera) delay at the station 
the trdin pulls on down to the water’s edge. 
Yes, it is truly the sea; always a welcome 
sight. Theshore is strewn with great masses 
of coral. - 

Money changers rattle their coin, lachlan 
prevails, but after a while we get aboard a 


| tiny tender and are steamed out some five 


miles to the steamship ‘Purnea, an. old, 
smelly tub, but with a ‘good dinner, to which 
five men sat down—an Englishman, an Aus- 
tralian, a Frenchman, a German, and an 
American. The Indian shore, low with its 
palm belt and coral reefs, recedes from view, 
We are off! It will be too hot below to sleep 
and we have brought our mattresses on 
deck, where there will be a fresh breeze all 
night iong. 

Tomorrow morning we wil be in Ceylon! 
And India must retire to the lumber yard of 
my memory while I pass to. new scenes. 

I realize tonight, ead ogd not realized for 
the last seven weeks, a ectly amaz- 
ing and marvelous country pen bea is, 
I also realize that while I have escaped the 
confusion and discomfort of the: crowded 
trains of the tourist season, I have suffered, 


to a certain extent, nth ap neoe ote as 
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a lack of accommodations which is probably 
afforded the traveler earlier in the season. 


Country Repulsive, Yet Fascinating. 

I don’t like India, yet it fascinates me. It 
has held me spellbound day after day, as I 
believe no other country in the world could, 
and I think no other country in the world 
.fould possibly offer the traveler so many and 
varied and so mixed impressions. 

The British, I believe, are attempting to 
administer’ India's ship of state with sin- 


ing and hard times are ahead. It is really 
amazing that 75,000) soldiers and a few civil- 
lan gentlemen rule this country with its 
800,000,000. What if India were united, with 
one language and one religion. or what would 
result if the caste system could be broken 
down among the Hinhdoos, or what would 
happen if the majarity of the people could 
read and have a common thought of coun- 
try! 

I suspect that Britain's power would not 
last twenty-four hours, and I could conceive 
that this would be a good thing for India and 
a good thing for Britain and a good thing for 
the world at large. The Indian is a clever 
man, shrewd, sharp, canny, and has been 
cohquered so many times and is so divided 
against himself that the country has no 
national spirit. There is no cohesiveness, 
not as much perhaps as there is in the sands 
of the seashore. 


Grandeur of India Seems to Wane. 

As I pass before my mind the art of the 
days of Buddhism; of Mohammedanism, and 
Hindooism and recall what is taking place 
today and what has taken place for the last 
100 years it. would seem that the grandeur 
of India has come to an end; that there is 
ability throughout India everywhere seems 
certain, but that there will be a revival of 
art seems impoesibie. This, apparently, is 
due to the fact that the British in India are 
as “individuals far from home, in a strange 
land, with their eyes constantly turned back 
to the mother country. 

The result is inevitable, and in spite of 
the intelligence and honesty of the rulers of 
India it would seem that under such condi- 
tions there could be ho real progress in art 
or in education among the natives. The 
natives, apparently, fear and hate and dis- 
trust their rulers, who, in turn, too often 
despise and hold in contempt the natives. 

But it is a great show, the greatest I ever 
expect to see, and these seven weeks must 
always remain the most precious and most 
eae and most profitable which I have 
live

VOLIVA OUT OF JAIL ON BOND 


Judge Scanlan Refuses Writ, but 


Woodstock Court Acts. 


HEARING SET FOR FRIDAY.

In the Meantime Successor of Dowie 
Is Left at Liberty. 


wiibur Glenn Voliva, the successor of John 
Alexander Dowie in Zion City, was released 
last night from the jail in McHenry county on 
a writ of habeas corpus granted by Circuit 
Judge C. H. Donnelly of Woodstock. Judge 
Kickham Scanlan had refused a similar writ 
here yesterday morning, 

A number of Voliva’s followers who were 
in Woodstock to await the outcome of Voli- 
va's efforts to obtain his freedom, welcomed 
their leader as he walked out of the court 
room, after giving $1.000 bond and he, in 
turn,| assured them that justice had again 
triumphed and his action in going to jail to 
uphold a principle had been vindicated. 


Rejoicing in Zion City. 

The news that Voliva had been released was 
hurriedly telephoned to Zion City, and there, 
too, |his supporters rejoiced. Voliva was 
given his freedom about 6 o’clock last even- 
ing after hfs attorneys had made arguments 
on the petition: Judge Donnelly fixed the 
religious leader's bond at $1,000 and set the 
hearing for next F'r.day. 

In denying Voliva’s petition earller in the 
day Judge Scanlan said he thought he should 
not interfere with the District court in Mc- 
Henry county. Voliva took Judge Scanlan’s 
decision coolly and smiled after it was given. 

‘*T\' am not disheartened,’ he said, “ and 
will appeal at once to the court in McHenry 
county.”’ 

After he was given his freedom last even- 
ing the head of the Dowie cult said that he 
had only obtained justice and his jail sen- 
tence was the result of a verdict from a prej- 
udiced jury. 

Alli Zion City attended a meeting in the 
evening to welcome Voliva. When he arose 


to deliver a brief talk the crowd became un- 


controllable. He was called a hero, and 
many of the members of his congregation 
followed him to his home and cheered him 
again at the endof his speech. 


Judgment Cut in Half. 

In May, 1907, Phillip Mothersil!l sued Voliva 
for $25,000 libel. A jury in Lake county, 
where Zion City is located, granted Mother- 
sill a judgment of $14,000. Voliva secured a 
new trial on technical points and took a 
change of venue to McHenry county. A 
jury| there returned a verdict of §2U,UuUU 
against him, He appealed from the finding. 
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and Judge Wright of the Circuit court cut the 
judgment in half and ordered Volive to pay 
$10,000. On His refusal he was sentenced to 
six months in the McHenry county jail. 

Mothersill made the point that the court 
was without jurisdiction in granting a writ 
of habeas corpus.

Hogs Reach New High Mark. 


Developments in the live stock industry in- 


. eluded the boosting of hog values to the 


highest level of the year, which means that 
it will not be long before pork products fol- 
low the example of the dressed beef cuts and 
sell at much higher figures than prevall at 
present. 

Sales of hogs at the stockyard were made 
at an average price of $8.07 ayhundred pounds, 
a figure that has not yet/been equaled so 
far this year, although it {fs firmly believed 
by live stock commission men that it will be 
surpassed before many weeks. 

A new method of cutting hogs recently 
inaugurated by packers has served to keep 
the price of pork loins from following closely 
the upturns in the cost of the hogs. but it 
is believed that loins will soon show an in- 
creased cost. 

By the new method used tn cutting, the 
shoulder blade, which formerly was sep- 
arated from the loin, now is left and sold 
with the loin at the price of loins. This 
enables packers to realize 5 to 6 cents more 
for each hog, as the consumer does not realize 
that when:buytng pork chops or loins that 
still retain the shoulder blade

Arbitration Plan Submitted. 


At a conference in the morning between 
union leaders and contractors the officers of 
the council submitted to the employers a 
plan for the establishing of a joint arbitra- 
tion board of journeymen and contractors for 
the settlement of all future jurisdictional 
disputes without strikes. The plan is brief 
and concise and is held by the union leaders 
to be superior to the plans formulated by 
Ernest R. Graham of D. H. Burnham & Co, 
and the members’ of the building con- 
tractors’ council. 

It was declared by the leaders of the new 
building trades organization that the “‘ Gra- 
ham plan” is fostered by “Skinny ” Mad- 
den and that the waning “labor czar.”’ is 
ready to sign the agreement on behalf of the 
few remaining unions in his Associated 
Building Trades.

Call Graham’s Plan Ambiguous.

FARWELL SLEUTA OuITS J0B 


Exonerates Law and Order League 
Chief in Resignation Letter. 


SEQUEL OF BRIBE CHARGE: 


Money Lent to the Detective Is to Be 
Returned to Rosenthal.

Robert Parenteau resigned yesterday as a 
detective employed by Arthur Burrage Far- 
well, president of the Chicago Law and Order 
His 
action wag the result of a charge brought 
against the league last Monday by Abraham 
Rosenthal. Rosenthal lent Parenteau $100 
without the knowledge of Mr. Farwell and 
later’ told State’s Attorney Wayman that one 
of the league's detectives had accepted 
money from him as a bribe. 


** Rosenthal gave $25 to the league,” sai‘ 


‘Mr. Farwell,“ and the money which he gave 


to Parenteau will be returned. Parenteau 
says he took the money after being urged to 
take it by Rosenthal as a loan’ and without 
my knowledge. It may have been a‘ put-up’ 
job, but I cannot say it was such for sure.” 

When Mr. Farwell and the Rev. E. A, Bell 
of the Midnight mission called on Chief of 
Police Steward on Friday they left with him 
photographs of the “ barred windows” in 
the levee district, of which they had com- 
plained. 

Accompanying the photographs was a re- 
port by a league investigator which men- 
tioned three buildings with saloon fronts in 
Armour avenue which have barred windows. 


Wants Liquor Law Enforced.

BOOKS HERE FOR 60,000 PUPILS 


School Board Gets First. Lot of 
Geographies on Big Order. 


LIMITS ALGEBRA AND LATIN, 


Superintendent Advises Principals to 
Keep Office Hours. 


Following a contract between the Chicago 
board of education and Rand, McNally & Co. 
to furnish nearly $50,000 worth of Dodge ad- 
vanced and elementary geographies to the 
board for distribution to the school children 
of Chicago, the first part of the order was 
given by John A. Guilford, businéss manager, 
yesterday. The order was for 530,600 books, 
amounting to over $20,000, to be delivered im- 
mediately to the supply department of the 
board and thence to the various schools of . 
the city. 

The number of books ordered is for ohil- 
drer of indigeat families, and will be paid for 
by the beard. The other books wil! be billed 
to the board of education and sold to the pu- 
piles at cost price. The prices to be paid are 
35 cents each for the elementary and 72 cents 
each for the advanced texts. 


| Pupils Save $6,000. 

‘The amount saved to the pupils on the lot 
is nearly $6,000, or 20 per cent of the amount 
the books would cost the pupils if they were 
compelled to buy them from retail dealers. 
Under such an arrangement the elementary 
geographies would cost 45 cents each and the 
advanced geographies 90 cents each. The 
additional order is for 15,000 elementary and 
25,000 advanced books, 

Following the order Mr. Gattlford addressed 
a circular letter to the principals of the 
schools asking that they inform him as soon 
as possible how many books each school 
will need. As soon as this information has 
been supplied the work of delivery to the 
schools will begin. Mr. Guilford said yes- 
terday that $200 will cover the entire cost of 
extra clerical help needed in connection with 
the supplying of the books.

“ With all the denunciations cr corruption 
jn this country there is no government that 
confers sO many liberties, so many benefits, 
and so much happiness upon its peoples our 
American system. There is no other govern- 
ment that affords such opportunities for the 
individual and helps to achieve so many suc- 
cesses. 

“There may be flaws in our system and 
our administration, but a comparison of con- 
ditions of our people places the United tates 
far ahead in all that goes to make life happy 
end content. 


Pomp and Poverty Hand in Hand. 


“You can see more poverty and horrible 
conditions of the masses on the Thames em- 
bankment in London a hundred times over 
than in the worst spots of New York or Chi- 
eago. You can see wonderful palaces in many 
parts of Europe, but you can also see beside 
them barefooted v ‘men carrying hods of

“In Budapest there isa palace of 738 ms 
which would cast in the shade even the sea- 
side cottages of some of our millionaires, but 
there are heavy burdens in taxes levied upon 
thousands of people to maintain it.

Woodson Goes at Eleventh Hour. 

“Thjs trip was not for the purpose of 
studying politics or social conditions.

CHAPEL NEVER -WAS BUILT. 


Bishop’s Granddaughter’s Inquiry 
| Causes Sensation. 


New York, Sept. 4.—[Special.]—Mres. Louisa 
Rex C; Leavitt, granddaughter of the famous 
Connecticut bishop, Thomas B. Brownell, 
has written to Bishop Davia H. Greer, asking 
what has become of the $100,000 «he turned 
over to the cathedral of St. Johu the Divine 
for a chapel or some other Appropriate 
memortal. The matter is causing much talk 
today among churchmen who know the facts. 

At the last meeting of the bankers and 
lawyers making up the board of trustees of 
the famous Episcopal ¢dathedral, under cours 
of construction on Morningside Héights, at 
a cost of many millidns, the letter was read 
and an investigation ofdered. 


Says Morgan Got the Money. 

The $100,000, according to Mrs, Leavitt, was 
turned over to J. Plerpont Morgan, treasurer 
of the board of trustees of the cathedral, 
eighteen years ago. It was a bequest from 
the eatate of the’late Mrs. Frances Holland 
of New York and Hartford, daughter of 
Bishop Brownell. Mrs. Leavitt, who now 
lives at Woodbury, Conn., is Mrs. Holland's 
niece and trustee under the will, 

Mrs. Leavitt, who is wealthy and a well 
known Episcopal churchwoman, reluctantly 
discussed the events leading up to her letter 
to, Bishop Greer and the trustees of the 
cathedral. 

“ Mrs. Holland,’’ she said, “ wae a great 
friend of Bishop Potter. Her father, Bishop 
Brownell, and Bishop Potter worked side 
by side in the Episcopal church for many 
years. 


Bishop Approved of Memorial. 

*“ Mrs. Holland wished to commemorate the 
services of her father in the church, and sh2 
talked over with Bishop Potter the project of 
erecting the seven ‘Chapels of Tongues’ 
to be connected with the cathedral. Bishop 
Potter agreed with her, and she understood 
that this would be carried out. 

“Upon her death she left $100,000 to the 


¢cathedral, and I was named as one of the 


trustees. Mrs. Holland died in 1890, and 
shortly after that time I turned over the 
money to the treasurer of the board of truis- 
tees and gota receipt forit. | | 

“ After the death of Bishop Potter a year 
or so. ago I thought of the bequest and’ went to 
the cathedral, expecting to find the chapel or 
some memorial. - ' 

Trustees Had Forgotten Gift. 

“There was notbing to be found and on 
investigation I found that some of the pres- 
ent day trustees were vague.ag to the receipt 
of the bequest. 

“The trustees, I found, had changed dur- 
ing the eighteen years.

Three Killed, Seventeen Hurt. 

The wreck cost the lives of three men and 
seventeen persons were injured. 

It is expected a confession will be obtained 
from the.men before daybreak. The one 
legged man under arrest admitted finally 
that he.was Frank Coats, a well known figure 
in and about New Castie, who; during July 
of the present year lost his leg when he was 
run over by a Baltimore and Ohio passenger 
train upon which he was stealing a ride. 

The identity of the other man under sur- 
véeillance is as yet unknown, but detectives 
intimated that the suspect was a man well 
known among New Castle railroaders. 

A reward of $25,000 has been offered for 
the capture of the wreckers. 

Late today $44,000 was deposited at a local 
bank by railway secret service men to the 
credit of Henry Millard of Lafarge, Wis., 
who lies injured at the Shenango sanitarium. 
Millard carried a grip from New York City 
containing this amount in negotiable bonds, 
securities,; and cash, and had placed the 
satchel under a seat in the day coach. When 
the train was ditched the satchel was lost for 
a time, but recovered by railway employés. 
Millard was greatly relieved to learn that 
his wealth had been taken care of. 


Wreckers Thieves or Strikers? 

The wrecked train was bound from New 
York to Chicago and had several hundred 
passenger aboard. Many of them were res!i- 
dents of Chicago and a number of the injured 
are from that city. 

The dead in the wreck are E. P. Kavanaugh 
of Baltimore, Md., chief boiler inspector of 
the railroad, and C. A, Dill and John Wheat- 
croft of Chicago Junction, O., respectively 
engineer and baggageman on the limited. 

The injured who live in Chicago are Mrs. 
Mary Domnice and her two sons, Stan- 
ley and Rudolph; John C. James Hits, 515 
Oak street, and Mrs. Kate Kaylor, 1315 West 
Harrison street, None of these is seriously 
injured. : 

It is thought the wreckers were either rob- 
bers who scented loot in the report that the 
train would carry a large sum of money in 
the express car, or sympathizers of the 
machinigts’ strike which has beén on against 
the road for some time. The Wreck hap- 
pened near Chewton, eight miles from heré, 
and was caused by a removed rail. The 
manner in which the fish plates were taken 
from the rail and the spikes drawn has caused 
the railroad detectives to state officially that/ 
men familiar with railroad construction are 
responsible for the wreck. 


ALD. JONES TELLS OF WRECK. 

Ald. John Jones of the Eighth ward had a 
thrilling tale of the experience. He was one 
of the few who had not gone to sleep when 
the crash occurred. Ald, Jones also first dis- 
covered the cause of the smashup. 

**I suppose the bandits figured on putting 
an end to all on the train and then robbing 
it,” said Ald. Jones, who returned to his 
home late in the afternoon, bruised consider- 
ably. ‘‘What they did was to loosen a rail 
by taking out all the spikes and bolts, and 
then separate it from the one next to it by 
sliding a ‘fish bar’ between. 

*'I was just preparing to retire when I 
heard a rumbling sound, and felt that some- 
thing was wrong. The car I was in tilted at 
an angle of 45 degrees. If it had been a little 
more we would have fallen into the ditch. I 
was able to crawl out of the window, and in 
the next instant was sliding down a thirty 
foot embankment. 

‘** How I ever got back is more than I can 
account for. I was dazed for two hours 
afterwards and assisted people about with- 
out knowing what I was doing. There was 
much bravery displayed in the work of res- 
cue. We scoured the region for the train 
wreckers ard made everybody we passed 
show he was a@ passenger.’ 

Mrs. Kate Kaylor of 1315 West Harrison 
street was reported injured, though not dan- 
gerously. She will be brought to Chicago 
with her son, Harold, who wasnot hurt. 

‘* My wife is in poor health, and the shock 
is likely to have a more serious effect on 
her than the injuries,’’ said her husband, Will- 
iam Kaylor. ' She was staying at the home 
of her mother in the east until I could ob- 
tain a position here and prepare a home for 
her. I wrote to her to come, and received 
an answer on Thursday that she was on her 
way with our little son,.and would arrive this 
morning. I was preparing to leave for the 
depot when I received word of the accident.” 

Kaylor is a painter, employed by the Ben- 
jamin Morse company. 


FOIL AN ATTEMPT TO WRECK. 

Two hundred passengers on the New York 
flyer of the Michigan Central railroad nar- 
rowly escaped death or injury yesterday 
when an unsuccessful attempt was made to 
wreck the train at @ water tank near East 
Gary, Ind. 

Michael Durham, & nggro, was arrested 
later and taken to East Gary. He is said to 
have admitted that he tried to throw the 
train from the track.

Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 4.-Im an address 
before the City club today Gifford Pinchot. 
chief of the forestry bureau. said he did not 
desire to talk on. forestry, but would like to 
talk about conservation of natural resources, 
which, he said, was one of the greatest move- 
ments of the times. 

*“ The lines in this country. are being pretty 
closely drawn between those who stand for 
good government and those who stand for 
special privileges,” he said. 

“The square dea! is what .we seek as a 
weapon in the controversy between the peo- 
ple and the money interest.” I feelthat the 
time has come fof men to stand up and be 


Predicts Big Fight in Congress, 
“There is a big. fight coming. up in the 
next congress and it will be on the question 
of water power rights. The men who control 
water power will, in the end, unless the gov- 
ernment controls them, control much indus- 


ry. 

‘* We shall come to see that this conserva- 
tion movement is not entirely concerned with 
the monopoly of resources. The men who 
control the natural resources of the country 
should be controlled By the whole people.” 

Mr. Pinchot said that the same point of 
view which made it appear that forests 
should be preserved also makes it clear that 
coal waste should be stopped; water power 
developed, and lands’ irrigated, and that this 
same point of view goes straight on and ap- 
plies to the great total of national efficiency. 


Says Taft Is Pledged to Act. 

Continuing, Mr. Pinchot said: 

** These are the Roosevelt policies—they are 
the Taft policies. 

*“One’ thing President Taft is solemnly 
pledged to, with all his administration, and 
that is to carry out these Roosevelt poli- 
cies; but what is more important is that they 
have been adopted into the minds of the 
American people. 

** Suppose the present tendency should go 
on. We have seen great trusts building up. 
Suppose the utilities fall into the same cate- 
gory as the railroad. It is a pretty picture 
to suppose that all these resources will fall 
into the hands of a little group of men to 
decide what parts of the country should be 
developed. 

‘IT am an optimist, and do not believe we 
ever shall reach that condition; but, unless 
our people take the action I think they will 
take, we shall reach it soon.”’

Comparison of Engines.

the gas engine. The possibilities of the for- 
mer are, as engineers agree, pretty well ex- 
bausted, while wholly} undreamed of things 
are expected from the gas engine. My su- 
perficial observation of the Zeppelin airship 
in the light of its “most recent performances 
fis that the count has rather erred in a firm 
adherence to all metal] construction. 

“I think the steel and aluminium in his 
sirships have a good deal to do with their 
inclination to break down at critical and 
unexpected moments. As far as the prope!- 
lers are concerned I am convinced that Count 
Zeppelin will have to resort to wood, which 
we always have used, not only for our pro- 
peliers, but for every other possibile part of 
eur fying machines.” 

Money in Selling Airships.

He maintained a height of about thirty feet 
and executed four large circles. each time 
passing the stand where among the spec- 
tators wetre Ambassador and Mrs. Hill.

The next display flight will be made 
on Monday. 

Wright expressed the opinion that it would

Bill Posters Tell Story. 


The minutes of the recent meeting of the, 
Association of Drogheda Bill Posters tell a 
story of how the city was saved from the 
vicious influences of infantile nudity. An 
urgent meeting of posters was held one day 
because the Rev. Father John Currie called 
upon the clerk of the association in reference 
to a poster, stating that he and.the bishop 
considered it indecent, and ordered the imme- 
diate covering up of its nudity. In Drogheda 
the authority of the parish priest, backed by 
the bishop, is something that even the strong- 
est erganization of billstickers has to con- 


sider. 


It was decided that the bilistickers, being 
family men inured to the sight of babies, 
should inspect the posters and endeavor to 
comprehend their demoralizing influence. On 
their return further debate took place and 
it wads decided nothing could be done to the 
posters, but that communication should be 
held with Dublin, Belfast, London, and other 
towns in Ireland and England to ascertain 
whether elsewhere the posters had shocked 
local morality. 


Deny Damage to Morals. 


Replies were received from Dublin, Belfast, 

London, and Cardiff to the effect that the 
morais of those cities had not suffered by 
the display of posters. At a subsequent 
meeting, however, it was reported that the 
Rev. Father Currie was implacable. He in- 
gisted on the posters being either withdrawn: 
or rendered unobjectionable, and he gave 
the association twenty-four hours in which 
to do this, otherwise he threatened to order 
the men to pour paraffin over the billboards 
and burn them. 

Upon this ultimatum arose a stormy dis- 
cussion, and by casting a vote of the chair- 
man it wes decided to breech the infant. At 
3 o’clock the following morning, with paint 
pot and brush, the evil influence was exor- 
cised, and the people of Drogheda are now 
able to gaze upon the figure of an infant 
Marathon competitor in athletic costume.

BERLIN, Sept. 4.—The kaiser’s inordinate 
passion for traveling, which he indulged in 
this summer on an unprecedented scale, has 
been the target for angry criticism in Berlin 
this week. ‘ 

First the wandering William is charged 
with the responsibility for the mishaps to 
Count Zeppelin’s new airship, which lay 
stranded in the open fields forty-five miles 
southwest of Berlin three days after its 
triumphal cruise over the imperial capital 
last Sunday. 

The septuagenarian aeronaut is sald to 
have hurried the Zeppelin III.'s completion 
and undertaken the 475 mile flight to Berlin 
and back to Friederichshofen with a wholly 
untried veagel simply because the kaiser 
commanded his appearance at the capital | 
on Aug. 28. 

The imperial instructions added that any 
later date would interfere with the war lord’s 
traveling arrangements. 


Craft Endangered on Prairie. 


The result wae that the mechanical equip- 
ment of the new vessel went to smash in ite 
firet battle with unfavorable winds and the 
beautiful cruiser for three days and nights 
was in imminent danger of being totally 
wrecked on a windswept prairie before it 
could continue tts homeward flight.

[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PARIS, Sept. 4.—The International labor 
conference here this week served at least one 
purpose. It revealed a chasm between the 
views and airs of the labor leaders in France 
-and those of other countries, especially those 
of Fong United States. 

The American delegates worked with the 
Frenchmen as fraternally as possible, but i 
' ‘wae clear they had little in common. 

After the close of the conference Samuel 


pee way anything in the way of criticism of 
the French methods He regretted the an- 
archistlc leadership under which the French 
unions had fallen. Mr. Gompers has been on 
this trip in England, Ireland, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Germany, Italy, and Switzerland. 

“TI have seen the workmen of Europe not 
only in conferencés, but in their homes and 
shops, anfl I have heard from them the prob- 
lems, hopes, and fears of the trade union 
movement,”’ he said. 

“The Buropean workmen have a strength 
which we Americans are not aware of, espe 
clally in England, Germany, and France, but 
they are too highly organized. 

“I must admit their methods are not ours. 
I don't want to criticise, but it is, of course, 
a fact that their alms and the spirit which 
actuates them are different from ours. They 
lack the continuity and persistent purpose 
that mark the strength of American work- 
men, who show a magnificent enthusiasm. 


‘French Workmen Spurn Law. 

“ We can’t understand or sympathize with 
their anti-political scruples. They refuse to 
ask the|government for any aid fn their fight 
taking the ground it its a plutocrats govern- 
ment. It is not for me to say that this posi- 
tion is academic or unfruitful, but certainby it 
“is unnecessary in the United States, where we 
are willing to take any honest means to gain 
our way, little by little, even ever so little. 

“It seems strange to our French colleagues 
that we are willing to struggle so long 
and desperately. A mere half an hour here 
is a mere dime a day there and we remember 
that thirty minutes mutiply into golden hours 
for recreation, reading and strengthening 
the mind gf the body of workmen for the 
next struggle and that dimes mean a little 
more nutriment. for life, a few months more 
school for the son and help build up a strong, 
better educated gerreration to take our places 
in the fight for the advancement of human 
‘happiness.”’ 

‘hile Gompers talked, the head of the Pan- 
Typographical! union, here and in America the 
best organized and most intelligent of all 
trades, broke in: 

‘Why don’t you tell Bim that the trouble 
with us is that we have fallen into the 
hands of anarchists and that the employ- 
ers won't meet usin fair discussion because 
we are not allowed to meet them and that 
the self-respecting .workmen with a love for 
their country are frightened away from us 
by the disloyal and @narchistic principles 
which the most promineat labor leaders pro- 
claim.” 


French Movement Anarchistic. 

It is quite true the French labor movement 
is.avowedly anarchistic. The conference 
which just closed was chiefly occupied by 
the effort ofthe French delegates to bring. a 
discussion of their two principles of anti- 
militarism and direct action. The first con- 
sists of a denunciation of the army and flag. 
It would do away with national boundaries 
and unfurl one flag of red, typifying the 
common blood of all men, 

The second consists of a refusal to ask or 
accept from: parliament any ald or ameliora- 
tion, but to take possession of the govern- 
ment after having overthrown all order 
through a general strike, 

These. ideas the conference repeatedly re- 
fused. to allow to be discussed; the Ameri- 
cans, English and Germans voting solidly 
against such discussion on the ground that 
the conference was not political. The French 
delegates have announced a purpose to pro- 
pose a discussion at every international con- 
ference till they are successful. 

‘“‘T hope, at all events, that we have come 
to understand one another better,’’ said Gom- 

rs. ‘‘ Next week I go to Ipswich to the fra- 
* ternal British trade union congress. I have 
much to do in Europe yet, but must sail home 
this month somehow. You see, the Supreme 
court is to hand down a decision in which I 
am interested, and I want to be in the country 
ready to go to jail if Ihave to.”

en. 

Strikers, of course,” he said, “tose their 
wages during the strike, and this has been 
reckoned to be about $250,000 a day at the 
beginning of the strike. On the other hand, 
this sum represents so much reduction in 
favor of the employers.

Dr. Schanfarber Asserts Forms and 
Ceremonies Are Necessary, but Must 
oe ene with the Times.

Prof. Eliot’s proposed ** new religion ” was | 


criticised yesterday by Rabbi Tobias Schan- 
farber in a sermon in K. A. M. temple. 
‘Without authority In the domain of re- 
ligion,”’ the rabbi said, “ anarchy would en- 
sue in religion as removal of authority of all 
kind in the world of politics would mean 
social ahd governmental anarchy. There 
may be a few choice souls, the élite and 
virtuosi of humanity, who might be able to 
get along with ethics as their guide and au- 
thority, but the large masses of humanity 
need some authority whereon to lean and rely 


“ Prof. Eliot seems to forget that he has to 
deal with this large mass of people who are 
incapable of grasping abstract, abstruse 
ideas save through the medium of symbolism 
and ceremony. We may discard the old sym-~- 
bolisms and ceremonies, but We must replace 
them with new ones more in conformity with 
our modern ways of thinking. The large bulk 
of humanity would rebel at an entire removal 
of all ceremonies from the household of re- 
ligion. 

“Tt would be idle to believe that we could 
get along without the emotional element in 
religion. Cold intellectualism creates cyni- 
cism ahd skepticism. ‘The intellectual cyni- 
must be tempered by the emotional. All 
head and no heart gives us the rebellious 
infidel. All heart and no head give us the 
zealous bigot and blinded fanatic. We need 
a proper balancing) of head and heart to get 
the proper attitude toward religion and the 


religious life.’’

Shortage Comes Earlier. 

With these decreases as a basis and with 
the crop moving season. looming in sight, it 
is estimated that the entire car surplus will 
be wiped out within the next few weeks, and 
the railroads will be confronted with a short- 
age. On Aug. 18 the total number of surplus 
box cars in the country was 80,000. The 
surplus for Sept, 1, according to Arthur 
Hale, chairman of the committee, is the 
smallest surplus since last October, when 
there was a marked shortage in several sec- 
tions of the country. 

“It is tmportant to note that this season's. 
reduction in car surpluses is six weeks ahead 
of last year’s figures,”’ said Mr. Hale yester- 
day. “This indicates that shortages this 
year will be greater than a year ago. In- 
creasing industrial, agricultural, and min- 
ing activity is: responsible for this early re- 
duction.” 

It is eatimeates that on Sept. 1 the total 
surplus number of box cars in the country 
was about 60,000, and of this surplus the 
greater number are in Ilinois, Iowa, and 
the Dakotas awaiting the movement of crops.

In ‘March, 1908, the wages of file New 
Bedford operatives were cut 10° per cent. 


wages at leagt 5 per cent. The mill mew 
now say that they will do ‘wothing, and 
the operatives threaten to strike. Why 
should not the manufacturers do some- 
thing? They were well protected under 
the Dingley tariff law. As Senator Gore 
showed, the cotton mills paid large divi- 
dends and accumulated surpluses. The 
new tariff law by the substitution of spe- 
cifie for ad valorem duties’ gives the mill 
owners additional protection. In| theory 
they should share its benefits with their 
operatives, but they do not seem inclined 
to do so. |

This month the ancient city of Lich- 
field, in England, is to celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of its most dis- 
tinguished son, Dr. Samuel Johnson, com- 
piler of the immortal “‘ dixonary,”| a pres- 
entation copy of which, it will be remem- 
bered, Miss Sharp ungratefully threw ont 
of the carriage window on the occasion 
of her ‘leaving the justiy famed educa; 
tional institution of the Misses Pinkerton. 
But Lichfield cannot confine the celebra- 
tion of his birthday to its municipal lin- 
its,.for the whole English speaking world 
will .insist.on recognizing the anniversary 
and taking some part in its celebration; 
yes, even Americans, whose ifsurgent an- 
cestors he pronounced worthy to oe 
hanged, will on that eceasion take notice 
of the natal day of a man who stamped 
his individuality and infgence 4 the 
mother tongue.

It is usually a disagreeable task for the 
head of a department to prefer charges 
against a subordinate who is not of- 


fensively bad and does not make Lhnpself | 


specially obnoxious by ‘his inefficiency, but 
it is his duty to do it, and it is the duty 
of the civil service commission to dismias 
the man when the evidence justifies it. 
It is only by pursuing this policy that 
the standard of efficiency in the municipal | 
service, which Mayor Busse said on one 
ocension was deplorably low, can be 
raised. | . 


THE SONDER RACES. 

The \races last week over the Marble- 
head course by yachts of the Sonder 
class proved an interesting event, not 
merely because of the victory of the 
American boat but because they demon- 
strate ‘the growing importatice of Ger- 
many im the yachting worid, as well as 


the success of its builders in designing | 


small, swift yachts. The international 
races hitherto have been between large 
and expetisive yachts: Few can afford 
them because of their cost, and few care 
to have them because after a race or 
two they are either relegated to the junk 
heap or have to be changed into pleasure 
craft at large additional expense, an 
are no longer fit to compete with “ skim- 
ming dishes” of new design. The small- 
er boats, however, are within the means 
of most yachtsmen and are more serv- 
iceable and enduring. 

The most important feature of these 
Sonder races, however, is an interna- 
tional one. Hitherto in recing England 
has been our principal and well nigh only 
competitor. From the time of the Amer- 
ica’s victory at Cowes to the present the 
challenger for ‘ite cup has been an Eng- 
lishman, and the long series of victories 
has become monotonous. Now Germany 
bas taken the field and enters the Mar- 
blehead contest with three Sonder boats. 
Though beaten by American boats of 
the same class, the contest was sufficient- 
ly close to establish respect for Germau 
boat building. Germany is now turning 
out its own yachts, sailed by German 
skippers and manned by German sailors. 
It has a yacht designer; Max Oecertz, 
equal in skill to the best English or 
American. He already has made his 
name famous abroad, not only by his 
Sonder boats but by such splendid 
schooner yachts as the Meteor IV. and 
Germania, built for the emperor. Eng- 
land already is “sitting up and taking 
notice” of Max O6crtz, and he is now 
making a name for Germany in our own 
waters. It is not practical, under the 
cireumstances, for Germany to compete 
for the America’s cup, but the time may 
not be far distant when another cup 
may be a trophy to commemorate a Ger- 
man or Americam victory in a@ race by 
large yachts.

She is othe of the mdst accomplished plat- 
form spéakers. in England, and. is, more- 
over, an extremely skillful and practical 
farmer. She repeatedly has won gold medals 
for the excellence of the cattle which she has 
sent each year to the. great agricultural 
show in London. Some years ago she took 
into her hands several thousand acres of 
land on the Castle Howard estate which had 
remained uncultivated from time imme- 
morial. 

By her orders steam cultivation was in- 
troduced, the soil was limed and artificially 
manured, and the result is that it now pro- 
duces. magnificent crops. She personally 
superintends everything. is most king to the 
‘people she employs, drives and rides all over 
the country in the most unpretentions fash- 
ion. takes a thorough interest in all the cot- 
tages on the estate, and is acquainted with 
every man, woman, and child for miles 
around, 

She, Itke many other members of the land 
owning peerage, is copvinced that Lloyd- 
George's proposals, if they become law, will 
entirely destroy al! the kirdly relations that 
hitherto have existed between the lords of 
the soil and its occupants.

Lady Carlisle succeeded many years ego in 
converting her husband, if not to her policy— 
for he ts a Unionist—et any rate to her views 
on temperance, and he gave a most remark- 
able demonstration of his enthusiasm in be- 
half of the cause. For not only did he close 
all the saloons and retai! liquor stores on 
his large estates, but he actually went to the 
length of destroying the contents of the cele- 
brated cellars of Castle Howard, emptying 
the vats, and smashing all the bottles of rare 
old wine, 

These Cellars enjoyed European fame and 
his action in the matter was resented by all 
those not identified with the temperance 
movement. He should, it is argu: d, at least 
have given his friends and the public an op- 
portunity of acquiring the. contents of his 
cellar by purchase. His destruction of them 
under the circumstances was denounced as 
an unnecessary piece of fanatic vandalism. 

Castile Howard, the home of Lord and Lady 
Carlisle, is a magnificent place, equaling. ac- 
cording to some, and surpassing according to 
others, Blenheim palace, and designed, like 
the latter, by the famous architect, Sir John 
Situated in Yoru..shire, it has 
been in the possession cf the family of Lord 
Carlisie ever since the foundation of that 
branch of the house of Howard of which he ts 
the chief. The founder of this branch was 
Lord Witham Howard, a younger son of the 
fourth duke of Norfolk, who married the 
hefress of Lord Dacre.

the great number of estates which she 
brought to her lord in marriage. It was her 
great grandson who was created the first 
ear] of Carlisle by Chales II. 

The fifth earl of Cariisie was the cousin 
and guardian of the poet Lord Byron. He 
was terribly scandalized by his wa-d’s de- 


bauchery, and on this account Gectine. to

race. 

The world as heaven has made it is won- 
drous fair; the days dawn with new bright- 
ness and glory; the flowers answer back to 
the sun in poems of) beauty; the great book 
of nature lies open and every page is writ- 
ten large with light and love. Blessed are 
they of the open heart and undimmed eye 
who read the message and see the hand that 
writes it all. 

The meaning of life to every one depends 
on whether we will put-ourselves into tune 
with the goodness and love that springs from 
the great source of all being: whether we 
will take this not only as a good world but 
as a world where goodness and truth and 
love are the only good fer usall; whether we 
will take al) life’s lessons as part of the 
learning 6f the laws the good; whether, 
with our faces set to the light, we shall more 
and more leave the darkness behind and 
enter into the full day.

F all the departments of the United 
States government there is none that 


touches the people more nearly than 


the department of agriculture. . It de- 

termines the quality and gauges the 
purity of both our food and our drink. It 
indicates to us the bugs that we should cul- 
tivate and those that we should destroy as 
pests. It professes to teach the farmers the 
merits of artificial manures and the mys- 
teries of the rotation of crops, and it even 
goes 80 as to distribute in the most gen- 
erous free handed manner seeds and 
plants. Consequently the utterances of this 
department are always received -by the 


people at large with a great deal more re- 


spect and consideration than ie accorded to 
the other- sts td “ the government. 


When, therefore, ine department of agri- 
culture comes forth with a profouncement 
to the effect thet house cats are a plague, 
that their virtue as the destroyers of rats 
and mice is ridiculously exaggerated, and 
that by their slaughter of millions of useful 
wild birds they do each year far more harm 
than good, it furnishes food for thought to 
every householder, no matter whether urban 
or rural. For there are few homes without 
a cat, which has until now been regarded 
as the thost domestic of all domestic gni- 
mals and household pets. True, puesy is 
treated’ with a certain amount of neglect 
during’ the more or less prolonged absence 
of the family from home in the summer 
holidays. Provision is made for the welfare 
of the family dog and for the horses of the 
establishment, but rarely for that of the cat. 
It seems to be generally assumed that the 
cat is able to forage for iteelf. But when 
the ‘home is reopened in the fall the cat is 
once more accorded its place by the hearth 
and is welcomed as a useful member of the 
establishment. We do not accord to it the 
same amount of confidence .and affection 
as to our canine friends, whose character 
appears to us more or less transparent. 
With the cat It is different. Like an Oriental, 
it never permits us to get beyond a certain 
stage of intimacy, and as long as it does 
its work of keeping the house free of rats 
and mice and observes certain rules of 
cleanliness and conventionality we close our 
eyes to its indiseretions and prefer to ignore 
the irrigularities of ‘its nine lives. In fact, 
we have looked upon the cat unt!) now much 
in the light of wel: trained Chinese or In- 
dian domestics with whose racial pecullari- 
ties we refrain from concerning ourselves, 
provided that they do their duty in an ef- 
ficient way. 

—~— 

Now, however. that the great United States 
government, through its department of agri- 
culture, has officially proclaimed the cat to 
be not merely overrated but even useless 
and actually a noisome nuisance and a pest, 
it is to be feared that there will be a whole- 
sale exile of poor puktsy from the household. 
and that. while in the big cities the exter- 
mination of homeless and stray cats will 
proceed with even more vigor than here- 
tofore—in New York they have been killed 
off by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animels at the rate of many 
thousands each week of the last summer— 
even in the country they will henceforth be 
denied the protection hitherto aceorded 
them and be treated no longer as a soft- 
footed, efficient domestic, but as vermin. 

This is a serious matter, that is, to cats, 
who almost alone in tbhe-brute creation find 
no mention whatsoever in scriptures Many 
a beast and many a bird has been. pre- 
served from cruelty that would otherwise 
have fallen to its share by the reflection 
that it was the work of the Creator and 
recorded as such in the pages of the Holy 
Writ. Nearly every other animal finds a 
place in the Old or in the New Testament. 
But no gHusion is made to puesy, even in the 
Apocalypse, although it muet have been 
known to the Jews both in the time of Moses 
and In the days of the Founder of per onnyzo 
ity, since in those dayg it was an object o 
worship in Egypt. One might have me is 
that Levitical law would have included the 
cat among the unclean animals. as unfit for 
human food. But, although we have no rea- 
son to believe that the Hebrews did eat 
cats. yet the code which owed its origin 
to MosesAfoes not anywhere spécifically for- 
bid its.consumption as an article of food. 

= 

It is, perhaps, just because cats are so 
pointedly ignored by the Bible, the Talmud, 
and the Koran that they have even from 
ancient times been identified in a measure 
with the spirit of evil. In the middle ages 
the cat was invariably associated with no- 
tions of witchcraft. Pussy was either the 
“ familiar’ of the witch and the object to 
whom she addressed her incantations or else 
she was the witch herself. Indeed, at most 
of the trials of alleged witches in olden times 
which resulted in their being consigned to 
death by fire at the stake they were charged 
on the strength of sworn testimony with 
having at given moments transformed them- 
selves into cats. Every old print portray- 
ing witches riding through the skies on 
broomsticks shows a cat, utually coal black. 
perched either on the fore or the aft of the 
broom. 

This popular supé@rstition associating 
witches with cats is by no means confined 
to the old world and to ancient times. For, 
no matter whethér brought here by foreign 
immigrants of the peasant class or by the 
negroes from Africa, it still survives to this 
day in remote districts of the United States, 
and the volumes of the “ Journal of American 
Folk Lore’ contain many wonderful stories 
to the effect that in the Smokey mountains 
of Georgia and in certain districts of West 
Virginia among the white people and among 


the negroes of the South some women have 


the power of assuming the form of cats. 
Indeed, apparently authentic, but to the 
scientific mind incredible, cases have been 
recorded where injuries inflicted upon a cat, 
such as the blow of an ax, the lopping oft 
of a limb, etc., have been fourld reproduced 

in some women. Thus J. Hampden Porter 
got the following tal first hand from people 
who believed in it ang which I quote from 
the “ Journal of Amefican Folk Lore”:

TF seems to me that as a people, that tremen- 
dously literal work “ Success” has taken an ao- 
normally insidious hold on all the nation. As 
a people we are overlooking the quiet man and 
wife who, after patient work and serious 
thought, kept in balance by breeding, and sani- 
ty, are bringing up a quiet family of gently 
ored children who in times to come may be 
needed in preservation of the nation itself. 

The temptation, always, is to point out 

Smith or Jones as the one central figure of a 

whole city or state or nation, having achieved 

all that can be achieved in a’certain line. He 

is at the top of it all. His is “‘ Success.” We 

no longer ask as a people, “ How did he get to 

‘t?” Indeed, the remark is more or less current and everyday in ap- 
plication to the question: “O, well he got there, didn’t he?” 

But this treatment of “Success,” as we have grown to talk \ 
and write it and worship it, may be regarded safe enough even to the 
average adult who has learned to observe and think. Its vicious in- 
fluences are exerted mest strongly on the young map who is beginning 
his career. : é a 

In the first place his young mind is poisoned against recognition 
of a success that doesn’t mean the top of it all. In the next twenty-

Along with this power of resistance, health affords strength for 
recovery when accident or disease has brought one low. It is often in 
prompt and speedy recovery that a good constitution counts for the 
moet, and one of the best marks of genuine religious faith is the cer- 
tainty and facility with which a person rebounds from mistakes, or 
sins, or doubts, or disappointments, and gains from them the lessons 
which make him immune from such dangers ever after. 

The religiously eultivated soul hes built into memory and imag- 
ination the great words of psalmists ahd poets, of prophete and 
apostles, so that he is no longer the victim of partial and petty views 
of life, which in success so easily swell with conceit, and in reverses 
are so utterly crushed down. He has learned to escape from pride 
by seeing himself in relation to mightier men about him and in the 
past. He knows how to gather himself out of despair by the con- 
viction that God does not mock but only chastens his children and 
offers, most freely the thrones of his kingdom te those who have 
risen through the discipline of great tribulation. 

The reverses of life are often the severest tests of our gpiritual 
natures. They demand resignation and courage. In great sorrows, 
such as loss of loved ones, the whole world is darkened to us and 
emptied of its value. Things for which we have toiled and sacrificed 
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suddenly seem coli and lstant and ‘those indifferent before now con- 
front us vividly on every hand as reminders ot days which will not 


_Yeturn. The joys of the past array themselves around our grief to 


make it intolerable in contrast. | : 

How can we in such hours escape bitterness of heart and sullén 
enmity against our fate? |Here religion saves us, for it brings patient 
he and hope. It offers the consolation of the presence and love of 

* and fellowship with other suffering souls. ‘The world comes 
back from such a night into a subdued but comforting dawn. In its 
light new taske and opportunities beckon—not to forget the past, but 
to be true to it by work and kindliness. To the devout heart the 
world gains thus a new dimension, an infinite tenderness, which en- 
velops home and friends and the strangers of the street with the bonds 

Or one may have encountered failure in practical pursuits, in his 
business or profession, All the high hopes with which as a youth 
he faced the future have been shattered.

We have invented every sort of device for relieving thumbs and 
fingers. And we shall perfect our devices until they shall rival—no, 
excel—the marvelous genius of the hand which has so sadly immo- 
lated its graces while elaborating world wonders. 

As. our civilization develops we may expect fewer and fewer 
human members, fewer and fewer human beings to be ensiaved as 
operators of the machinery. | 

We turn over everything possible to mechanical apparatus. The 
prize feats of one age become the: drudgeries of the next. Men are al- 
ways being liberated from the sordid and endowed with larger jeisure 
and opportunity for enjoying the higher and the nobler and the 
sweeter. , 

We can hardly imagine the race to have lived its million years 
and still to be working at the bread and butter problem and to have 
no time for the ineffable employments and delights of the supersenses. 

The graceful crane on the moors is a gentle and cultured bird and 
commends itself to us for emulation. For it is so speedy in getting 
its dainty fare and in arranging its shelter, so ingenious in eluding its 


four years we may count upon having only four more presidents of the 
United States, to say nothing of the probabilities of reélections, If the 
presidency, alone of all things, suddenly were to be made the prime 
measure of “ Success,” wouldn’t it be worse than folly if every 21- 
year-old boy now living in the United States should start in to train 
for the chances of such a position?

And we can hardly imagine the race living its million years and 
still contenting itself with the self-same forces of physics as of yore 
without discovering or utilizing the superfine and magnificently power- 
ful energies of the sou). Somebody not long ago was laughing at 
the hustlers who stamper about town in cabs or afoot, in and out of 
offices; to appointments in hotel corridors, to luncheon engagements 
with influential men of the stragt, dewy the while with overheat. 
The man who does the most business in modern days often physically 
is the most stationary and inert. He writes and telephones from his 
desk. His perspirations, like his operations, are chiefly mental. it 
is beneath his human dignity to use a muscular force or's physical 
instrument when mental avails. 

Even the animals of the twentieth century are above employ- 
ments which barbarian and savage and pastoral peoples pursued, 
They no longer are slaves in the field to plowshares and pruning 
hooks. They no longer are pack horses and beasts of burden and 
wagoners. Steam and electricity, cars, vans, have liberated the

“Try for it, at least!"’ preaches the doctrinaire of “ Success.” 
“Don’t say you can’t do it.” Some men have reacned the goal. Why 
ean't you? Go in and win.” 

How shall the young man know-—after a consultation with the 
ablest commission of- personal advisers that might be assembled— 
whether he wouldn’t be a fool to start, even if by unanimous vote such 
a commission were to tell him to start at once? 

Many a man on the pinnacles of showy “ Success,’ has paid such 
prices for the place that only he, in his hardened shell of conscience, 
knows how low and full of shame have been his means to that end. 
Or, many a man on such a pinnacle, working under the hot spur of 
ambition to the place of marked “ Success,” has learned the bitter 
lesson that after all is was not worth while. 3 

His worshipers of material “ Success” won't believe him if he 
should say so. With millions of money, social and business prestige, 
ability to come and go when and where he will—is this not success? 

By no means, as thousands have had to testify. It is not suecess— 
it is “ Success,” merely, as the praters prate of it. 

These preachers of that “ Success’ which must have a halo around 
it—either quantitative or qualitative—are blind to discriminations.

HBPRE are many evidences that art is 
discovering the west and the west is 
discovering art.

There never was a stage manager who 
couldn't tell a story: Records show that 
there never was one who wouldn't if he gota 
chance. . Here are a couple as related by Au- 
gust Glassmire, who is acting in this capac- 
ity with the Shubert production of “* Going 
Some ’’ : 


“I was with a small company,’ said Mr.. 


Glassmire, “‘which naturally played the 
smaller towns. One of the places in which 
“we appeared was Cambridge, Md. In the hall 
which did service for a theater there was no 
means of communication from the stege to 
the orchestra leader. As the musi@in the 
piece was most essential, the leader and I 
agreed that a plece of string should be tied 
about his bow arm and run to the ‘ prompt 
side’ of the stage. Whenever the time for 
him to play arrived I was to pull the string 
and when it was time to stop repeat the ac- 
tion. ae 
‘‘ The star of the play saw me sitting in the 
first entrance pulling the cord and wondered 
what it was all about. Curiosity got the — 
best of him and during a dark scene of the 
quietest nature he went to the first entrance 
to gratify his curiosity. As the music was 
to continue some five minutes, I had left my 
post to look. after some other things. A min- 
ute later I heard a terrific crash, and, rush- 
ing back to where the leading man was 
standing, I found that he.had discovered the 
string and yanked it so hard that it had 
overturned the stool on which the leader 
was sitting and dashed him with a terrific 
crash to the floor.” 

Another experience related by Mr. Glass- 
mire was when he was serving in a similar 
capacity with Lewis Morrison in “Faust.”

Miss Vida Llewellyn of the La Grange 
Country club is the new @bampion of the 
Women’s Western Golf association. She won 
the title in the ninth annual, classic of the 
association, defeating Miss Caroline Painter 
of the Midlothian Country club if the final 
match, 6—5.

Counting the.Dust Particles. | 

In winter everything would be covered with 
ice. Umbrellas would be of no avail. Cloth- 
ing would become saturated with water con- 

densing upon it; The vapor laden air would 
penetrate and condense upon the walis and 
upon the furniture. The whole world would 
be quite another world if there were no dust. 

Since scientists nave begun to understand 
the importance of dust, measures have been 
aken to count the particles in a given space. 

Paris, at the surface, a cubic centimeter— 
7 of an inch—has been found to contain 
nearly a quarter cf a million particles. In 
windy, dust laden Chicago, no doubt this 
number would easily Be eclipsed. On the top 
of the Washington monument there are 
about one-half as many, while on | the*high 
mountain peaks of Colorado there|are only 
about 200 particles to the centimeter. 

A great deal of the dust at high| altitudes 
is cosmic dust, consisting like the meteorites, 
of carbon and iron. That in the lower strata 
is dust due to smoke, palpable dust, and the 
product of voldanoces. Every one, no doubt, 
remembers the heavy haze that hung over 
the entire eastern half of the United States 
after the violent eruption of Mount Pelee 
some years ago. Often this volcanic dus+ 
is widely spread and dense. In 1783 all of 
Europe was for months covered by the dust 
ejected by an Icelandic volcano, and the At- 
lantic ocean for fully 900 miles west of the 
northwest coast of Africa is every year zub- 
ject to a haze composed of fine particles of. 
sand from the great desert of Sahara.

Combination of Professions Best. 


Public stenography is the goa! of many dis- 
cerning business girls; but the most discern- 
ing ones are iearning to unite and balance 
that inviting profession with something less 
finger active and more brain stimulating— 
something that will remove the bit and curb 
from some long suppressed talent that has 
never had a chance to prove itself because of 
pecuniary fears. ‘ 

Public stenography pays, thcugh some- 
times it is a thorny and rugged road‘ that 
leads to it, and yet the broad-minded, ambi- 
tious girl after a few years of that profession 
vaguely aches for something more than the 
maximum of weekly dollars. Like her father 
ami brother she likes to have more than one 
iron in the fire—likes to give rein to some 
special hebbiee not connected with the type 
writer. 

Pure public stenography, unrelieved by 
any other work or interest, is too mechanical 
to be everlastingly attractive, though forthe 
girl with adamantine herves and spontaneous 
energy, who can stand ten and eleven hour 
shifts to satisfy the urgent trade that Is 
bound to swing her way at times, it may be 
a veritable golden goose. 

Most all public or semi-public stenogra- 
phers have good facilities t6 combine their 
Stenographic work with something less sed- 
entary and confining and just as remunera- 
tive. For instance, the girl who was a pho- 
tograph retoucher. before she worked in the 


.. office, sometimes, has a pressing inclination 
*'to hafidle films arfd nefatives again; ste buys” 


a new camera, moves her typewriter into a 
photo-postal studio and souvenir shop, and 
begins to limit her stenographic work to 
copying manuscripts for just four of her old 
customers who are stery writers and drama- 
tists and manage to keep her busy from 8’ 
to levery day, and who always want carhon 
copies that pay 15 cents a page. She has 
ecreened off a little office in the studio with 
a separate entrance. In the morning callers 
are few, but during the summer she employs 
her little sister as reception girl and sales- 
lady. In the afternoon she seldom has less 
than six callers, most of whom not only ad- 
mire but invest in the pretty vases, plates, 
and trinkets, and have their pictures mount- 
ed on fancy leather, celluloid, and birchbark 
pcestals, many of which are designed by her- 
self. 

The originality of some of her photo-postals 
boom themselves. Taken all in all, the con- 
ditions of het twin business are quite ideal. 
—neither too confining nor over strenuous— 
a nice balance between mechanical and orig- 
inal work. 

In a seaboard city one girl who had a sure 
thing in public stenography gave up haif her 
practice to a competent younger sister who 
had lost an office position through no fault 
of her own. Each worked at her machine 
but half a day, one in the forenoon, the other 
in the afternoon, devoting the rest of their 
time to pushing forward the long mooted 
enterprise of opening a Japanese tea room 
across the city hall park. This arrangement 
always left one of them free to tend ta the 
new business. After a few months their 
joint investment of $500 was earning 70 
cents. on the dollar, and with their sten- 
ographic work, which they still kept up, 
they jointly earned $400 a month. 

Has the public school teacher any eXtra 
good outlook for work to offset the nerve 
expending offices of ducking the little Jonahs 
into the Pierian spring six hours every day? 

Certainly, if she expects to qualify for de- 
partmental teacher, whose time Is her own 
outside of her classes, just like that of the 
university professors, and who may, if she 
chooses, use any of her off duty hours ac- 
cording to the hobbies and interests that 
tease her wits and energies. If she is of the 
active, energetic kind she can make grati- 
fying little sums of extra money. If she has 
a knack with the brush and paliette or cray- 
on—and she often has—she can make fancy 
place cards, design and paint gift boxes and 
pillow tops. If she is “ at home” with the 
pen, her jokes and little sketches bring en- 
couraging prices when she once knows her 
market. Most teachers concur in this that 
it promotes mental equipoise to have some 
little art or business after the brain storm- 
ing school hours—not merely to play with 
but to wrestie with for keeps. 

Of course some maintain that the drain on 
their vitality is so great during class hours 
that they need absolute relaxation or & 
hearty walk after 8 o'clock every day, and no 
mental application on Saturday and Sunday 
Still if painting a picture gives more pleasure 
than taking a nap, it will yield the most 
tangible benefita |

The back is perfectly plain, with 
4& small yoke; the fronts ere plaited in a variety 
of styles. The length of the shirt from neck to bot- 
tom is shorter in comparison than a man’s shirt, and 
iy this point Mes the only difference, the armhole 
ard sleeves being copied exactly from the mascu- 
line garment. 

The firgt thing to do will be to thoroughly shrink 
the cloth, not forgetting to include in this the 
butcher’s linen which is used to interline the cuffs 
and neckband. 

| * . 

In outting the back out, fold tiie material on the 
length of it, so that it is as wide as the broadest -part 
ef the ba¢k. This usually means that it does not 
have te be folded down the middle of the width, 
and a considerable saving can thus be effected. If 
there are stripes one should come in the middle, or 
the middle of cloth ‘between the stripes can be used 
as the middle. The backs can be cut, not forgetting 
to trace the seam lines; It usually takes the best 
part of ome width of cloth for each front, so that 
two lengths must be cut off, and the fronts tucked 
and the middle front plait. and hem lald before the 
cutting out is done. 

The fronts lap three-quarters of an inch, go that 
the firat thing will be to take the left front, lay a 
hem down one side three-quarters of an inch wide, 
and stitch it. Next lay the pattern on and see where 
the tucks are to come. Mark them off first on the 
paper pattern, and then lay them in the material and 
stitch them. On the right front make a hem or box 
plait one and one-half inches. wide, and when laying 
the pattern on put the middle front Nne down the 
exact middle of the plait. On the left front the 
middle of the pattern is laid where the stitching of 
the hem | comes. ° 

Before using the sleeve pattern, fold ft together 
down the middle of the width and see if that makes 
the edges come together. It has been noticed in some 
of the patterns of these one-piece sleeves that if the 
seam is put together according to the notches the 
sleeves twist badly, and where girls have not: much 
knowledge of sewing they naturally follow the marks 
{mplicitly. This, seeming inaccuracy probably comes 
from cutting such a aut“ ar ge at one time. 


If the seam edges do not meet all the way when 


/ the pattern is folded together, trim off on one or 


both edges as the case seems to require to make the 
edges exactly match, then cut the sleeves out, being 
sure that the middle of the sleeve on the length 
comes on a straight line of the cloth. Where one is 
short of cloth the sleeves can be pleced down their 
length on the under side and it will not show. 

The cuffs are cut, in striped goods, so that on 
the outside the stripes run around and on the under 
siae they go up and down, or they can be made to 
match on both upper and under sides, going around 
the arm. The neckband is cut with the middle back of 
the band lald on a lengthwise fold of the cloth.

It is a pretty finish to this kind of a garment to 
embroider a small monogram on the left sleeve about 
four Inches above the cuff and in about the middle 
of the width of the upper side.

The Gibson plait is in favor again and is seen 
on @ majority of these tailored waists, even if there 
are ofher plaite, These are usually made by cutting 
the shoulder seam long enough to allow for them, 
then stitching the shoulder seam, and laying the plait 
afterwards. This plait falls over the shoulder enough 
to cover the seam where the sleeve is sewed in. 

Sometimes there are tucks on the back of a waist, 
matching those on the front, and where this is the 
case they should match perfectly on the shoulder, In 


order to have them do this, start those on the back 
the same distance from the middle as are those on 
the front, and, of course, match the front ones ase 
regards width, space apart, etc. Mark the shoulder 
Sear®s accurately, then turn the shoulder seam on 
the front in towards the back ¢xactly on the line, and 
baste down close to the fold. Lay the back of the 
waist out flat, pin the front to the back on this 
shoulder so that the fold of the front seam comes 
exactly on the seam on the back at the shoulder, and 
pin the front to the back at each end, first where 
the neck and armhole seams are. 

Then pin in between, matching the tucks ae you go, 
Hem the folded edge to the back seam, catching in 
the extreme edge of the fold only; then take out the 
basting which holds the front seam down, turn the 
waist to the wrong side, baste the seam together, 
and stitch on the seam line. It will be no trouble te 
take the hemming out, or the basting either, and a 
perfectly matched. seam will be the result. The 
hemming keeps the -tucks from sHpping out of place, 


as the most careful basting will not de.

It seems a pity sometimes to set the color and: 
shrink the pretty wash materials before making them 
up, the new materials are so wonderfully pretty and 
apparently stay clean a much longer time than they 


do after being first laundered. But wash clothes 


give one far less trouble fn the end if one has the 
courage to thoroughly shrink as well es set the 
colors before making the goods up. A good many 
use salt or turpentine to set any color they may 
happen to have, but while salt is all right for many 
colors it will injure blue. When salt is used, take 
three gills of it, dissolve in four quarts of boiling 
water, put the clothes in it, and allow it to remein 
until the water is cold enough to put the hands in 
comfortably. The material will be shrunken end

Saltpeter or alum can be used for biues or greens 
—bne ounce to twelve quarts of boiling water. One 
ounce of sugar of lead dissolved in twelve quarts of 
boiling water is good for any color except blue. One 
tablespoonful of soda to twelve quarts of boiling 
water will set pink or blue; one tablespoonful of bieck 
pepper to. twelve quarts of boiling water will set any 
of the grays, buffs, or tan«.

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ple Curtains Made al Hon 


By MARGUERITE GLENN. 


Nothing adds more to the.appearance of a 
room than curtains. Yet many persons feel 
they must do without them, on acount of ex- 
pense. This is a mistaken notion if one has 
the knack of doing things herself. 

There are many simple home made curtains 
that are as artistic as possible, and need cost 
nothing more than thé waterial. These are 
particularly good for the bedroom of the 
growing girl, either at home or away at 
school. 

All sorts of cheap materials may be used— 
cheesecloth, dimity, barred muslins, dotted 
swiss, lawns, and even unbleached muslin. 
Such curtains are usually made sash length 
on the same genera! principle—that is, with 
a narrow hem at the top for a casing and 
deeper hems down the front and across the 
bottom. 

The back of curtain may efther be left in 
selvedge or can be finished in a narrow hem 
the same width as the front, if briar stitching 
or a pattern is run all around. Im such cases 
the vertical hems are harrower than the one 
across the end. 

Pretty curtains of cheesecloth in a deep 
cream color, or, if preferred, a poft gray or 
a delicate tint of blue or pink, can be finished 
with a two and a half inch hem down the 
front and across the end. Work this with a 
conventional design that nearly fills the hem 
space, formed of a central dog, with four 
others around it. Put this e at regular 
intervals, as close or as far apart as you 
may wish to do much or little work.

Several Ways to Use Dots. 


The dots can be treated in several ways. 
The showiest is to work them solid in a color, 
outlining with black or a deeper ‘tint of same 
color. They may also be pierced and worked 
as eyelets, or can be simply dutlined in a 
colored mercerized cotton. Use a heavy 
enough number to show up well. 

A novel set of curtains may be made of 
cheap lawn. Finish with a two inch fold’ of 
color, and for the design sew on by machine 


an allover diamond design of narrow wash ' 


braid, either in a color to match the hem 
or, white. 

A pretty curtain of sheer lawn can be 
finished with a three inch hem on the front 
and bottom. On this draw groups of four 
ovals with points touching. Work in a color 
to harmonize with the room. One can either 
use a briar stitching or a coral stitch, which 
ie nothing more than working the outline of 
a design with French knots set close together. 

Set these groups of ovals at regular inter- 
vals around hem. When all are worked a 
thickness of the hem may be carefully cut 
out from underneath, to give a sheerer effect. 

Curtains of unbleached muslin can have a 
three Inch*band of coarse net eet across the 
bottom between the two hems, the lowest five 
inches deep and the upper one three tnches 
For this curtain selvedge can be used on 
both edges. The net should be darned In with 
an irregular design in color. Choose a rather 
heavy mercerized cotton.

Kennison; a hero of two American wars 

and one of the “characters” in Chicago 

in the days of its early youth. His gtave 

at the foot of Wisconsin street, near the 
main ‘entranee to Lincoln, park, is now marked by a 
huge granite block here illustrated. 

The career of Kennison aside from his remark- 
able longevity was of an extraordinary character. He 
was about 33 years of age at the time when the 
citizens of Boston, assisted by others of “independerit 
mind,” gave practical meaning to the assertion of the 
colonists that there should bé no “taxatien without 
representation.” Later Kennison served in the war 
of the revolution and, although an old man when the 
war of 1812 was fought, he again volunteered in the 
cause of his cotintry. :

_. Chicago Claims Him as_ Citizen. - 

Following this conflict Kennison's history is al- 
most unrecorded, although ft is said that he engaged 
for the most part in farnmitng somewhere in ‘western 
New Yor But in 3842 there appeared in the then 
struggling but ambitious city of Chicago Champion 
Mack, accompanied by a vigorous old man, evidently 
a long time friend. 

Mack obtained employment in a dry goods store 
and the elder man took up life modestly, without 
regular occupation and evidently with small resources. 
He bore himself well. Tall and erect, with white hair 
that stood up lke tlat of Andrew Jackson, though 
it curled slightly, with keen eye and composed man- 
mer, he was one to attract attention. 

Gradually the fact became known that he was 
David Kennison, now 105 years old,.a veteran of two 
Wars, and the last survivor of “the Boston tea’ party.” 
The young city took him to its arms and he became 
a respected oracle. He was consulted often as,an 


authority on matters beyond the direct knowledge.

Swimming the English Channel.

swim, and a few years ago generously gave his 
knowledge to his rivais through C. B. Fry's magazine. 
On Aug. 12 of this year, hie forty-eighth birthday, 
Holbein made his seventh attempt to equal Webd's 
record and failed. Beginning in,1901,\he has perse- 
vered nearly every year, in 1902 coming within one- 
half mile of his goal after swimming more than fifty 
miles and being in the water 23 hours and 21.minutes. 
Then, an unknown tide swept him away, his strength 
being weakened by the long immersion, and he was 
obliged to abandon the attempt. No other contender 
has. equaled Holbein’s close. approach to Webb's 


achievement, although T. W.* Burgess came close to: 


it two years ago, after swimming 19 hours, 64 minutes. 
* 


Season for the Attempts Short. 

Because of tides and temperature there are but 
three weeks in the year in which attempts to swim 
the channel aré made, Between August and Septem- 
ber is the mystic season, when the water averages 
63 or 64 degres, and for two periods of three days 
each are found the dead neap tides when the water 
is running at about one and one-quarter miles an 
hour instead of the usual five mile speed. If an at- 
— made on one of the neap tides fails, the swim- 

er must Wait a fortnight before again essaying his 
task. : 

To aid to the difficulties, the channel fow has 
changed greatly since Webb captured thé natatortia) 
crown. The immense Admiralty pier and the nétional 
harbor, capable of accommodating the entire British 
navy, havé been puilt in thé meantime, and the die- 
placement of water has undoubtedly enfianced the 
strength of the channel currents, 

Webb in his famous swim crossed three tides be- 
tween Dover and Calais, and his point of landing, in 
a direct lihe, was 21% miles from England, but he 
actually swam 39% miles, and it took him #1 hours 
and 45 minutes. Prior to that time by «4 few monthe, 
Capt. Pah! Boyton, an American Hfeguardeman, who 
used to exhibit In a pheumatic suit with sail and 
paddle, crossed the channel, but with al? these t- 
ficial aide he required one hour and thirty-three po 
utes longer for twenty-nine miles than Webb, relying 
on his strength and stamina, needed for a distances 
greater by ten miles. 


* 
Requisites of the Channel Swimmer. 

Statistics, however, give but a fRint idea to the 
uinitiated of the hardships involved, so a few of the 
requisites that all channel swimmers follow before an 
attempt, are given, which tneréase the wonder at the 
perseverance of which pure glory is the sole reward, 

FOOD—Swimmets must be able to take food in 
the water without the admixture of salt water. tn 
which case seasickness usually results. Diet naturally 
differs. Webb subsisted largely on brandy and beer, 
while modern swimmefs use beef tea, chicken, and 
fruits, and Burgess in 4 fécent attempt rounded off 
his menu with red currant tart. f 

EYES—The eyes must be accustomed to salt 
water, and in addition @ canvas helmet with gises 
eyes is generally used, protecting the ears as well. 

HEAD AND BHAIN—<A thin ribet skull cap is 
generally used to kéep the head and Drain Warm and 
prevent cold shiver. | 

HANDS AND FEBET—Because of tite suffering 
from cold, the hands and feet, tegetiés with the 
stomach, neck, back of the head, and owt&ides of the 
ears, are usually afihointed with Steckhoim tar, the 
indide of the ears being plugged with soft dentist's 
wax, held in BY Wadding. 

BODY—The body is smeared with Russian tallow 
in order to retain the natural heat as long as pos- 
sible, and lard is used as a second dressigg. Perfume 
is‘ sometimes necessary to prevent an oder which may 
sicken a swimmer. 
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A remarkable feature of Webb’s success was that 
he used the breast stroke almost ‘entirely, varied with 
a side stroke. The lay swimmer Knows the pain 
emanating from a kink in the back of the neck that 
this stroke provokes for even a short distance, and 
Webb felt it proportionately for twenty-one hotrs. 
Hotbein, on the contrary. supports the back stroke 
as being the better, while Annette Kellerman used 
the double over arm, or trudgeon, continually for ten 
and one-half hours in her Mifst attempt, swimming 
twenty-one miles, and yet béing ten miles from 
France when pulled from the water. The single over 
arm and side strokes appear the favorites with most 
channel swimmers, howeyer, varied with the breast 
stroke. = ; 

Webb was essentially a man of. stamina, at the 
time of his channel jaunt being a slow afd ponderous 
swimmer, using so much force in his breast stroke 
that he bealf rose from the water and the soles of 
his feet appeared above the surface after each kick. 
Hotéein, too, i¢ a man of stamina, and had he pos- 
sessed some speed, might have reached. the shore on 
the trial in which he was swept by the tide ‘Shen 
half a mifle away. 


This does not indicate that speed is the principal 


factor, however, as Burgess, a much faster man than 


‘Holbein, crossed within four miles of France off one 


attempt tm § hours, 22 minutes, yet fafled. Other 
fast men, sprinters, have essayed the journey and 
fatien victimes to cold, sometimes in leas tha an 
hour’s time. ‘ 

Hofhein, who must be regarded as the chdfine!l 
swimming seientist, believes that a man’s best chafices 
of completing the swim should be between 36 and 45. 
arguing that although his activity will have been 
lessened, his powers of endurance will be at their 
height. Results have largely supported his theory, as 
he has done better than all his younger competitors.

Question of Starting Point a Poser. 

As if all the 4@ifficulties enumerated were noi 
enough to confound the determination of any ¢hannel 
aspirant, the question of whether Mngland of France 
should be the starting point is another poser. H6lbein 
favors France and points that his best attempts have 
been made from Cape Grisnes. Webb started from 
Dover, and most of the other swimmers have followed 
his example. 
board in his investigations, and with information re- 
garding tides, gleaned from the French authorities as 
well, he believes conditions best favor the swimmer 
by starting from the shore from which Bleriot signal-. 
iged the greatest achievement in the heavier-than-air 
navigation. 

Because he cannot be much’ of &h advertising 
medium, whethér @ success or fallure, the expense of 
the thing fs another feature of channe! swimming 
that is a ere@tt of the hardy ones: He cannot serve 
as a living e¢zponent of the. merits of auto tires. 
sparks, or carburetors, and the thanufaeturers of ta)- 
low, bathing suits, and rubber skull céps have not 
yet organised “stables” to publicize their wares in 
the English channel. One beef tea firm polittea that 
a swimmer had used their product, but as he failed 
the advertising value is questioned. So the lon heart- 
e@ swimmer pays his own assistants, engages his 
own tug and oarsmen to accompany him, and relies 
on His friends an@ the sporting authorities to act as 
judges and timekeepers. 

So one matter connected with channel swimming 
is settled. Neither pleasure nor profit can possibly 
be involved, and the iridescent thing called glory is 
the only reward for a man who dares all and fails. 
Moreover, to date, theere has been no beautiful heroine 
on the opposite shore awaiting the nightly swim of a 
Leander across the English Hellespont, so even the 


romance of love is eliminated from the channel com-

HAT the South Shore Country club is the 
finest of its kind in point of beauty and 
equipment in the world is generally con- 
ceded and has been since its opening 
Sept. 29,1906. But as if to add the final 
argument to this statement the organiza- 
tion has now completed a magnificent 
ballroom at a cost of $75,000, which wil. 

be opened with a formal dance on the third anni- 
versary of the opening of the club proper. 

Heretofore it has been necessary to convert the liv- 
ing room and reception hall into a ballroom by the re- 
moval of rugs and furniture. Now an arched, fern- 
filled promenade will lead from the south end of the liv- 
ing room down a flight of some twelve steps into a lofty 
ballroom, whose ground dimensions are 90x135 feet. 

The building is architecturally harmonious with the 
club, having the cemented exterior and the mutllioned 
French windows of the main building. These open on to 
a twelve foot cement walk encircling the entire build- 
ing. Within Ionic columns form another twelve foot 
promenade about the hall, this attractive peristyle 
broken only by the large stage at the east, which has 
been erected with a view to adequately presenting pri- 


vate theatricals.,

Lighting Scheme Wonderfully Effective. 

The illumination, accomplished by a system of in- 
direct lighting which is here employed for the first time 
in a ballroom, is a marvel of lambent radiance. Sus- 
pended by chains and hanging low in the center of the 
peristyle are inverted domes whose metal fret work 
has a silken lining or Pompeian red. Great inverted 
domes of similar design light the Jjancing floor by means 
of mirror reflectors which thus hide from view all the 
giare of direct lights. The usual harsh brilliancy of the 
modern ballroom “becomes a mellow effulgence that 
idealizes the classic treatment of the room. The velvet 
draperies at the windows, gold embroidered, and the 
cushions of the many settees, chairs and upholstered 
seats are, technically, of Pompeian red, but their lim pid 
sheen is best described as a sort of crushed raspberry. 

The Damrosch orchestra will play here from Sept. 
& to 19 inclusive, infofrmally opening hte ballroom. The 
formal opening has been reserved for the third anni- 
versary of the South Shore, and it is expected that it 
will surpass in brilliancy any other such function ever 
ae be universal interest; but an important factor 
in the whole scheme for club perfection, is the double 
garage recently completed. Planking the eritrance to 
the court of honor these buildings, erected at a cost of 
$60,000, will accommodate upward of 150 machines. 

The surpassing beauty of the club makes a marked 
impression on the first time visitor.

It is by no means a tremendous descent from 
idyllic dining to cuisine reality at the South Shore. 
Passing through the dining room proper, of white and 
gold, also in the formal French renaissance style, one 
may enter the great airy kitchens with no misgivings. 
They have juat recently been enlarged and improved and 
have every facility for serving four to six hundred per- 
sons with ease. Twelve white frocked chefs, of varying 
degtees of tank, are always basting savory fowl! or slip-

Beneath the kitchens are the store rooms and re- 
frigerators and the tiers and tiers of private lockers, 
containing a stock of choice vintages, estimated at 
$60,000.

The sécond floor of the club has forty rooms. Pri- 
vate Wining rooms, attractively furnished, are at the dis- 
posal ef members, where all the accessories of the heme 
ménage are possible from the private ware of the club, 
a gold and white Haviland, to the special silver service. 
The grillroom, with its sturdy flemish fittings and its 
‘delft blue treatment, accented by the frieze of fanciful 
Dutch scenes, is much used for the informal affairs.

From the child of the Ghetto to the pampered pet 
of the boulevard high school is a big jump, representing 
as they do the two extremes of the 300,000 children 
in public schools. In these high schools flourishes a 
problem which ex-President Schneidér declared to be 
more troublesome than that of feeding and bathing 
the poor children. The name of the trouble is “high 
school frats.” 

The average fortunate high school student is’ a 
college student in miniature. He or she apes the cus- 
toms of the college man or woman to the worst of his 
or her ability. The secret societies .and fraternities, 
it is charged, control the social life of the school. The 
boy or girl who does not belong is an outsider of obt- 
siders. No matter how high they may stand in their 
studies they are looked down upon by the “frat” mem- 
bers. The result has been heartaches, disappointments, 
and bitterness galore. Recently a young girl was ar- 
rested for stealing wearing apparel to keep a good 
appearance in her fraternity. 

Mrs. Young. as superintendent of schools, while 
favoring the social feature of school life, is bitterly 
opposed to the secret fraternities and promises to take 
steps toward their control and even abolishment. Con- 
trasting these pampered fraternities with the compul- 
sory baths of the other extreme and one has an idea 
of how wide is the range of life touched by the school 
system of the city.

Titles Many but All Bogus. 

This precious individual, whose picture figures in 
the rogues’ gallery of nearly every capital in Europe, as 
well as in those of Chicago and New York—at Mulberry 
street it béars the number 1,636—has been known by a 
large variety of names, among the best known of which 
are “ Prince” Nicholas Savine and also “Count Nicholas 
de Toulouse-Lautrec.” Of course he is neither prince 
nor count; and while he thas no connection whatsoever 
with, the historic French house of Toulotse-Lautrec, 
which is allied to some of the oldest families of the 
grande noblesse in France, he really is a Savine. The 
Savines are, however, unimportant people in Russia, 
possessing no title and belonging merely to the petty 
nobility—that is to say, the “squireen,” or country 

Whatever in the world indweed him to honor the 
name of Towlouse-Laktrec with distinguished choice 
it is difficult to say. When to shoW his warrant 
for the use of it and the title of count, he produces his 
Papers of American naturalization, issued by Judge Gib- 
bons at Cr'eago, in the Dlinois Circuit court, April 27, 
1898. These documents record his solemn renunciation 
of his allegiance to the czar and his surrender of the 
title of count, which never helonged to him, and the 
fact that he has become a full fleiged citizen of the 
United States under the name of plain “Nicholas Tou- 
louse-Lautreéc.” 

It is only by reason of this confirmation by the 
United States government of his name of Toulouse- 
Lautrec that he is able to bear it. 6 

To what extent these letters of naturalization pos- 
sess any value in the eyes of American law I am unable 
to state. But it would seem to me that the fact of their 
having been made out in a name that did not belong to 
the man in whose favor they were issued would, ipso 
facto, deprive them of any validity. |

French Courts Annul Marriage. - 

The French courts, at any rate, considered that this 
usurpation of the name of Toulouse-Lautrec was a suffi- 
cient ground to annul, about six years ago, the mar- 
riage which he had contracted with Mile. Clemence Ver- 
voort, the daughter of respectable and well] to do parent# 
in France. There is no truth in the story which he 
used to tell to the effect that his daughter was the 
adopted child of the comte¢ and comptesse d’'Imfreville. 

Some time before the divorce I received a communi- 
cation from the head of the old French noble house of 
de Toulouse-Lautrec asking me to give the widest pub- 
licity to the repudiation by that family of the claims 
of relationship put forward by Savine. 

The head of the family in question is count de 
Toulouse-Lautrec, who is a member of the French Jockey 
club and of the Société. Hippique, is married to the 
comtesse de Turenne and possesses a town house in the 
Rue de Balzac at Paris, while his country seat is the 
chateau Je St. Sauveur, in the department of the Tarn. 
His brother, Count Odon de Toulouse-Lautrec, likewise 
is married to a rich woman, and divides his time be- 
tween his mansion in the Rue de l'Université at Paris 
and his chateau de la Haichais, in the department of 
Ille-et-Vilaine.

Basis of Title a Forgery. 

Savine assumed their title on the strength of an 
alleged marriage between his father, “ Prince” Savine, 
and “Fannie de Toulouse-Lautrec, daughter of Count 
Alexandre de Toulouse-Lautrec of Warsaw.” He always 
has been réady to show to every one a document bear- 
ing all sorts of stamps and seals, according to which 
“Count Alexandre de Toulouse-Lautrec” bequeathed to

Record Impossible to Trace. . 

No record can be found of his having received an 
such distinction, though of course he may have re- 
ceived the medal granted by the czar to every soldier 
of the Russian forces at Plevna, of which grant no 
record hag been kept. Certain it is that he was not on 
the staff of the White General, although he subse- 
quently was able to induce Don Carlos at Venice to be- 
lieve they had met at Skobeloff’s table. Perhaps he was 
present at the battle. Maybe, too, he was wounded.

Nicholas Savine first attracted the attention of the 
authorities not during the war, but after the restora- 
tion of peace, and by cheating at cards, which entailed 
his dismissal from the army in 1880. Having no other 
means of livelihood, and being fond of good living and 
good company, he set to work tolive by his wits. Gifted 
with a singularly persuasive tongue and agreeable man- 
ners, before long he managed to find employment in the 
fire insurance business, which was then in its infancy 
in Russia. 

But, not content with the commissions which he 
earned, he endeavored to increase his income at th 
expense of the companies with which he was connectéd 
by means of conspiracies with the insured in which

indulged in the passing of counterfeit money, a fact 
which was only brought to light when the insurance 
companies, after investigations of a most expensive 
and troublesome character, were finally able to bring 
him to book for having Jefrauded fhem ef large sums.

How clever is Savine is best shown by the fact that 
he is known to have been transported, not as a political 
but as a crimina] convict, on three separate occasions 
to Siberia and has in each instance managed to effect 
his escape. On his first return from Siberia he turned 
up at Paris, where in 1885 he was convicted of swindling 
and sentenced to three months’ imprisonment. On secur- 
ing hig liberty he drifted to Venice, where he scraped 
an acquaintance with Don Carlos and duped him intu 
recommending him to Stambouloff, figuring subsequent- 
ly as pretender to the throne of Bulgaria, both at Sofia 
and at Constantinople.

Fairy. Tales Open the Gates. 
The year 1387 found him again en route to Siberia, 


anj there he seems to have remained for two or three 


years before getting away. He reached the United 
States, by way of the Pacific coast, early in the ’90s, 
and for a time cut a great swath at Portland, Ore., San 
Francisco, and other big cities in the west, and even 
as far east as St. Louis, by representing himself as 
one of the principal engineers of the Russian Trans- 
siberian railroad, especially of the extension of the 
line to Port Arthur, and as authorized to conclude con- 
tracts for supplies of various dgscriptions, such ay 
rails, cars, locomotives, etc. Thanks to these fairy 
tales he was received with open arms everywhere. 

At’ Portland, San Francisco, and St. Louis big han- 
quets were given in his honor by the leading bus'sess 
men of the community, and Savine took the precaution 
invariably of departing before any doubts arose in the 
minds of his hospitable hosts as to the authenticity of 
his statements. 

He gradually worked his way east, placed a bogus 
order for 780 locomotives with a locomotive company 
in Philadelphia, not without receiving an advance on 
commission, and in 1895 seems to have swindled one 
of the cleverest New York wholesale firms in Maiden 
Lane out of a large lot of samples of valuable chronom- 
eters, watches, clocks, and silver whistles for the use of 
the staff of conductors, station masters, and ticket col- 
lJectors on the Transsiberian line. 

Why the firm never prosecuted him it is difficnit 
to explain, unless it feared ridicule. For the first ex- 
perience that Savine seems to haye received of the in- 
terior of an American prison was in November, 1996, 
when he was arrested in New York for drawing a re- 
volver on a cab driver. He spent a night in jail, and 
en being drought up on the following mofning before 
Magistrate Mott in the Jefferson Market police court 
Savine excused himself on the ground that he feared 
bodily injury from the cab and two other burly 
hackmen who had come to his support. Judge Mott 
discharged him with a warning.

Savine next turned up in Chicago, where he repre- 
sented sthimself-as Count Toulouse-Lautrec and where 
he managed to make the acquaintance of Maj.

Logan, who in the early part of 1898 furnished him 
with a letter to Maj. Gen. Nelson Miles, introducing him 
as a former officer, under the name of comte de Tou- 
louse-Lautrec, assuring the general that the comte was 
“a man of the highest honor and breeding,” that he 
had just taken out his second papers as an American 
citizen, and requesting the general, who was then the 
ranking officer uv. :the American army, as a great per- 
sonal favor to attach the count to some regiment bound 
for Cuba, laying stress on the count’s experience and 
cleverness as an engineer. 

Gen, -Miles received Toulouse-Lautrec courteously 
at Washington, but did not see his way to avail him- 
self of the man’s services. This, however, Jid not pre- 
vent Toulouse-Lautrec from claiming on both sides of 
the Atlantic, but more especially in Europe, that he 
is a veteran of the Cuban campaign and that he fought

Canada Proves Fertile Territory. 


Toulouse-Lautrec, after a visit to Berlin, where 
he swindled the Bleichroeders: a stay in Paris, where 
he met Mile.. Clemence Vervoort, with whom he eloped 
to England, marrying her Aug. 15, 1899: at the Strand 
registry office in London, would appear to have nem 
turned his attention to Canada and to have put the 
time which he spent there to profitable account. For 
on returning to Chicago in April. 1900, he was arrested 
in a Michigan avenue ‘hotel on an extradition warrant, 
issued at the request of the djJominion authorities, who 
wanted him for a long series of swindles—one of the 
principal Sufferers being the Bank of Nova Scotia—per- 
petrated by means of the sale of bogus railroad bonds, 
quantities of which—$300,000 in nominal value—were 
found in his possession when searched at the police 
station. 

Although he fought extradition bitterly he was duly 
surrendered to the Canadian police and, after a trial at 
Montreal, was sentenced there to five years’ penal servi- 
tude. After serving about two years of his sentence 
he was released on parole, and a few weeks later, in 
1902, when attempting to sail from New York’on board 
the Gascogne for Havre, was arrested by the Mulberry 
Street Wetectives on the demand of the chief of police 
of Toronto, who telegraphed that the count was wanted 
for frauds perpetrated upon a couple of fur merchants 
of the place by means of bogus checks subsequent to 
his release. 

After he had been held for several days the Toronto 
authorities decided to drop the case aganst him in so 
far as the request for his extradition was concerned, 
taking the ground that the dominion was well rid of 
him. Accordingly he was released and proceeded to 
Europe.

; It was while he was in the Canadian penitentiary 
that his wife returned to France and obtained the an- 
nulment of her marriage on the grounds which I have 
mentioned. 

Since then he has been arrested on three different 
occasions in Europe—in 1903, at Lisbon, for some swin- 
dies there; in 1907, at Pau, for endeavoring to cash a 
check on the comptoir d’escompte at Bordeaux for 
$7,000, on the London City and Midland bank, bearing 
the si ture of J. Pierpont Morgan, and an equally 
bogus check of 12,000 francs at the bank of Ayrton 
& Evans, at Paw. After being remanded again. and 
again he was allowed to go, owing to the unwillingness 
of the people concerned to incur the loss of time and 
the expense needed to carry the case to a conviction. 

But in the autumn of 1908 he was again in the 
clutches of the police, this time at Antwerp, charged 
with the cashing of stolen coupons and with frauds by 
means of bogus checks and bonds. This time he seems 
to have been less fortunate than on previous occacions. 
For, according to the latest authentic accounts, he now 
is “doing time” in a Belgian penitentiary. Nor is there 
any immediate prospect of his being restored to liberty. 
The French, the German, the Swiss, and the Italian 
police all have lodgei demands for his extradition on

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HILDREN, somebody has said, are the 
most important things in the universe. 
If this be so, al] that concerns children 
must be of next and vital importance— 
where they live, where they study, where 
they play, and the latter thought brings 
one’s mind to the places provided by Ohica- 
go for the amusemef?t of the “ little ones.” 

Walking along the streets where the buildings are 
dingiest, where the air is charged with odors of the 
most unpleasant description, and where there. abounds 
@ general appearance of squalor and poverty, the pedes- 
trian comes suddenly on what appears to his startled 
vision to be a veritable oasis in a desert of uncleanli- 
ness. 
It is a big, square, fenced-in place, and through the 
palings of the fence a glimpse is to be caught of an 
expanse of firm, clean earth, on which are set swings, 
and turning poles, and gymnastic apparatus of all de- 
scriptions. Also he sees trees, carefully pruned and 
shedding a grateful shade, and grass that is kept as 
well as if it were the property of the richest man in 
the world. And the pedestrian sees children, ragged 
children, dirty children, thin children, but, seemingly, 
all of them happy children, judging from the exuber- 
ance in the shrill little voices. Turning to the perso 
who knows, the pedestrian asks: é; 

“And what may ali this be?’ 

Proudly, then, the person who knows, if he be a 
Chicagoan, answers: : 

“One of the playgrounds maintained by the ‘city 
for Chicago children, whose only pleasure in life is 
derived from them.” 

Something to be proud of, don’t you think? 

At the present time there are in -Chicago sixty- 
three public neighborhood centers. There are thirteen

Breathing Places *’ Plentiful in Chicago. 

The thirteen public playgrounds, better known as 
“municipal playgrounds,” are operated by the special 
park commission, and the money which goes into them 
is furnished by general taxation. These grounds are 
equipped with swings, turning poles, giant swings, and 
various other gymnastic appurtenances. They have be- 
sides a small pavilion with chairs and benches, where 
the children may rest when they are tired, or where 
the mothers, who come from a hard day’s work to 
watch their little ones enjoy themselves, may sit and 
relax—if such a thing is possible for the labor ten- 
sgioned muscles of the average mother of the average 
Chicago child who is an habitué of the playgrounds. 

Each of these playgrounds boasts a kindergarten 
or school teacher, a director, who is a man, and whose 
principal work lies with the boys, and a park .police- 
man. In the pavilion the teacher spends most of her 
time in instructing the older girls in the mysteries of 
raffia work and embroidery, and incidentally teaching, 
by mere association with them, the beauty of good 
manners and the quality of graciousness. The phys- 
ical culture work of the girls is also under her super- 
vision.

Young Cynics Conquered by Smiles. 

“The work is delightful,” exclaimed the pretty, 
gray eyed teacher of one of these parks the other Jay. 
“TRe children, as a rule, are bright and willing. 
They seem anxious to improve themselves, and it is 
remarkable what they will do for nothing but a smile 
or @h appreciative word. When they come to us 
usually there is a hard shell over their affections and 
demonstrativeness. They. are unusually precocious, 
and they seem looking, with their cynical young eyes, 
for the ‘something behind’ which in their lives they 
have found to exist in nine cases out of ten. As soon, 
however, as they become convinced that all that is 
done is being done solely with an eye for their benefit 
the shell is broken, and they are sametimes almost vol- 
canically demonstrative and affectionate.” , 

At any one of these parks there is afforded a good 
Opportunity for the study of embryonic motherhood, 
fathefhood, and disciplinarfanism as it is displayed by 
the children. Big sister brings little brother to show 
him the sights and “let him do things,” and while she 
is in charge little brother becomes “my baby,” and 
“my baby” must mind, and “my baby” must be 
careful, and “my baby” mustn't do this, that and the 
other thing, or he. might stub his little toe, or bump his 
little head, and cry, and then he would have to be 
toted home, where big sister would be relegated to the 
ranks of sisterhood, and chaafi ent be bestowed upon 
little brother by a strong and’ accustomed maternal 
hand. « 

Little brother takes it all in the most matter of 
fact manner possible, and submits cheerfully to being 
dragged about regardless, and mauled, and hoisted, and 
all the other things which, while they are not any 
of them exactly comfortable, are, nevertheless, prefer- 


able to being stowed away at home in a clothes baeket 
hetween the stove and the wringer, while his mother, 
apparently heedless of his cries, toils over the wash- 
board.

Drinking Fountains Popular Resorts. 

The drinking fountains in the municipal parks are 
the most popular acquisitions of the playground. The 
children flock about them, fascinated by the bubbling 
water—for water is, with many of them, so scarce as 
to be considered a lhuxury. Unless they are watched 
every minute they are splashing in it with their grub- 
by, little paws, sticking their sticky faces in it, or 
ecstatically “dwinkin’ yike a hoss.” 

All nationalities are represented in the parks. The 
gtay eyed teacher told of one close friendship between 
three girls. 

“They are inseparable,” said she, “and one ot 
them is a Bohemian, the other is Irish, and the third 
is a Jewess.” She continued, laughing: :

Park Boards Control Playgrounds. 

The seventeen combination parks and playgrounds 
are under the direction of the various park boards, 
Each board levies a tax on its district. 

These parks are much larger than the municipal 
playgrounds, many of them containing sixty acres. 
They are most elaborately equipped, having swimming 
pools, wading pools, indoor as well as outdoor gym- 
nasiums, shower baths, and reading rooms. 

The grounds are divided into two sections. One 
is for the larger children and one for those under 10 
years of age. These parks require, of course, a larger 
corps of attendants. Three men are always at the 
swimming pool watching to see that no child ventures 
in beyond his depth,’ and should one get a cramp there 
is always an experienced swimmer at hand to bring 
him out safely, ; 

When you start in to discuss the playgrounds of 
Chicago, you havea big subject before you, but its 
Anterest never flags any more than will the enthusiasm 
of Chicago citizens regarding it.

The small parks and 
playgrounds of the city include two regula- 
tion diamonds—one on the Max Beutner 
playground, named for the trainer of the 
famous University of Chicago championship 
football team of 1899, in Wentworth avenue, 
and another fn Wrightwood avenue—and 
twelve other diamonds. . The colleges and 
schools of the city add a dozen more regula- 
tion diamonds. 

Of partially inclosed grounds where the 
catcher’s backstop is, perhaps, a huge sign- 
board and other signboards and canvas form 
the rest of the inclosure there are probably 
a hundred in the city. Of grounds that are 
entirely open, such as the lake front, where 
two regulation diamonds are laid out so close

Prairie Player Wise to Game. 

The semi-professional and prairie player 
often knows the game from AtoZ. He is 
familiar with the history of baseball, also, 
He follows not only his own league, but the 
leagues of higher class right up to the major 
leagues, and he is constantly studying the 
great players in the big clubs. He imitates 
their movements, and sometimes even their 
gestures, 

He has well defined opinions concerning the 
probable results in the big leagues; and they 
are generally pretty well founded. If you 
should ask him who will win the National 
league pennant he is likely to say: 

‘* Well, Wagner is a hard team to beat.’’ 

Wagner is a great example of one of the 
marked changes that have become prominent 
in the modern lists of baseball players.

What the “National Game” Means to Chicago.

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Out at the south side grounds the game 
between the White Sox and Cleveland today 
does not in itself arouse such a keen interest 
among ‘the fans, because there is no hope 
that the Sox can win the pennant in the 
American league. Hut for another reason 
the fans are most eager to follow the work 
of Comiskey's players. 

With the Sox defeated in the American 
league race, and, if the Cubs are beaten in 
the struggle for the National league pen- 
nant, there will be a series between the two 
teams for the championship of Chicago, and 
sucha series will arouse the fans to even 
greater heights of enthusiasm than would @ 
series for the world’s championship in which 
only one of the Chicago teams played. 

The rivalry for popularity between the west 
side and the south side teams has always 
been intense. The followers of each are bit- 
ter in their denunciation of the other, and 
strong in the belief that their favorites are 
the greatest team in the city. Moreover, the 
Cubs have been defeated in a series by the 
Sox and the memory of that defeat rankies 
in the breast of every Man on the team. 

It is likely that a series of games between 
the Cubs and the Sox this year will draw 
every bit as large an attendance as the series 
of games between the winners in the two big 
leagues for the world’s championship. 

In the Chicago City league, Which is in the 
first year of its existence, the Leland Giants 
appear to have the pennant clinched. It is 
possible that the winner of the pennant in 
this league will play the best of the other 
semi-professional teams a series of gans 
for the semi-professional championship of 
the city, 
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Intercity the Oldest. 

The Intercity Baseball association is the 
oldest organization’ of the kind in the city. 
George McGurn, unanimously elected presi- 
dent for seven successive years, has carried 
the association through many stormy meet- 
ings;-for in semi ional and amateur 
baseball, just as among the big leagues, har- 
mony is only secured after } and long 
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internal battles. Several teams already claim 
the championship of this association. 

This organization has a membership of 
about 500 semi-profeseional and prairte clubs, 
Each of these pays 25 cents annually, and in 
return for this is allowed the use of the head- 
quarters to schedule games, which are regis- 
tered with the officers of the organization and 
a list of the games furnished to the newe- 
papers. 

The Amateur Managers’ association rep- 
resents about 400 prairie teams. These are 
teams which are not up te the class of the 
Intercity association teams, but which play 
00d baseball nevertheless. 

There are about thirty-six “ Saturday ”’ 
leagues in the city. A good example of these 
is the Bankers’ league, which is in the ninth 
year of its existence. The league was formed 
in 1900 with the following members: ‘The 
American Trust and Savings bank, Corn 
Exchange bank, Nationa! bank, Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank, Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company, Continental National bank,

AITHFUL FIDO, en route, has 
become an object of attention by 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. This solemn council has 


Hgnt on conditions of canine travel. 

‘iniform. rules for the transportation of 
dogs,”’ is the aim of the rail governing body. 
It appears that all sorts of fare rates apply 
when Fido is being whizzed through the 
cinders. Some roads charge a regular fare, 
and the poor dog must hold one end of a 
yard long ticket string in his mouth until the 
conductor man comes ‘round. On other 
lines the pets are tagged as excess baggage, 
which is injurious to the dignity of any pam- 
pered pup of good family. 

The members of the interstate commerce 
commission propose to end al! this confu- 
sion by expressing dogs in the same man- 
ner on all railroads. The result of their con- 
ference probably will be the classification of 
the animals as distinct from trunks, fruit 
crates, bicycles, and lawn mowers. While 
the dear beasts are “ yip-yipping’’ from 
pleasure at thie expected_boon, more reason 
for flea bitten felicity romps from another 
source. .

_ The /round" potato, also called “Irish” or "Eng- 
lish,” is a native of South America and a member 
of/a very big family, which includes the tomato, to- 
bacco, and egg plant The food value of the po- 
tato, the high average value of the product per acre, 


The Potato as Food 


Root crops, of which the potato is the most impor- 


tant, rank next to the cereals in importance as food. In 


Europe the potato was long popularly believed to be poi- 
sonous, but bad harvests in staple crops in the last half 
of the 18th century directed attention to it, and its use 
has since then constantly increased. Itis cheaply raised, 
can be kept over winter, is easily prepared for table, 
pleasant to taste, and rich in digestible starch. Potatoes 
are almost wholly digestible and contain a much smaller 
percentage of water than turnips; sugar-beets, carrots, 
parsnips, etc. Besides its table use it is employed as 
stock food and in the manufacture of starch, sirup, al- 
cohol, and dextrin. Potatoes may be preserved as an 
ensilage for stock. Dried, they can be easily preserved 
in tropical and arctic regions and form an excellent diet, 
in a convenient form for transportation. 


Conditions of Growth 

| The potato requires abundant light—plenty of sun- 
shine. The soil considered best is a deep, mellow, free 
working loam, grading to either a sandy or clay loam. 
But it is raised on lighter or heavier soils if the latter 
are drained. Depth of plowing varies with the soil—6 
or 8 inches being most common. Though the potato is 
sometimes grown continuously for years on the same 
soil, a rotation of crops is preferable as, among other ad- 
vantages, it lessens the danger of attacks: of diseases 
and insects. Carefulness in, choosing the variety suita- 
ble to a particular locality and in selecting seéd is an 
important factor in success, The growing crop must be 
closely watched to protect it against parasites. 


Improving the Quality 
Between the tuber grown under ordinary conditions 
and that which springs from a combination of proper soil, 


‘guitable climate and intensive cultivation, there is as

big a difference as can be found in any class of food 
products. In the west, through irrigation in an open, por- 
ous, thoroughly prepared soil, well supplied with humus or 
vegetable mold, there are produced potatoes fit for an 
epicure—uniform in size, not too large nor too small, reg- 
‘ular in shape, whether round or oval, with eyes nearly 


and its adaptability to a variety of soils have com 
bined to lend an unusual degree of interest to the 
study of its culture The gardener and farmer will 
find much practical information in bulletins of the 
United States Department of Agriculture.

—a pofato that is dry when cooked, crushing into a flaky, 
powdery mass, with the starch in fine granulated form. 


Bumper Yields 

A pound of seed tubers has been made to yield 
2,558 pounds of potatoes in a single season. The variety 
is an important factor in the amount of the yield—and 
the best seed is none too good. The average yield of 
potatoes in England a century ago varied between 185 
and 300 bushels; the average yield today is about 230 
bushels, but 750 bushels are frequently produced, In 
America, in 1899, the average yield was 93 bushels per 
acre, but yields of 300 and 400 are common, and over 
800 bushels have been obtained. In most of the terri- 
tory south of Maryland, Kentucky and Kansas, two crops 
are frequently grown in one year on the same land. In 
some of the Western States potatoes of the finest quality 
are produced under irrigation, and yields are enormous. 
Particularly famous are the potatoes grown in the Greeley 
district of Colorado. Other Western States claim to 
raise tubers of equal excellence to these. In the newly 
irrigated valleys of Southern Idaho wonderful specimens 
are raised, and in quantities of 300 to 600 bushels per 
acre. 


Marketing the Potato 

The local market should be utilized as much as pos- 
sible by the grower, as higher prices are obtainable than 
by shipping away. For shipping, combination of growers 
is essential to insure fair prices. The area planted to 
potatoes is about 3,000,000 acres—the yield about 280,- 
000,000 bushels—the value about $100,000,000.

Also Predicted—General Intrease

Spokane, Wash., Sept. 4.—[Special. ]—Sixty- 
five million bushels of wheat, 25,000,000 bush- 
els of oats, and 15,000,000 bushels of barley 
is the extent of the grain crop predicted for 
Washington, Idaho, and Oregon this season 
by millers and bankers who have made a 
close study of the situation ip the three 
states. The hay crop, including alfalfa, will 
be the largest in the history of the north- 
west, and in addition the growers in the 
Yakima valley in Washington will make 
15,000 bales of hops. The crop is high grade 
and free from defects. 

Washington has 2,122,000 acres in wheat 
this year, as against 1,728,748 in 1908, when 
28 500,000 bushels were harvested. The yield. 
this year is estimated at from 39,000,000 to 
40,000,000 bushels, as against 38,000,000 bush- 
els in 1907. 

Oregon has 862,000 acres in wheat this year, 
as against 815,585 in 1908, and it is expected 
the crop will. be not less than 16,500,000 
bushels. Idaho's yield will be between 9,500, - 
000 and 10,000,000 bushels this year, as com- 
pared with less than 9,000,000 bushels in 1908, 

Farmers are holding their oats for $25 a 
ton. which means from $29 to $29.50 at tide- 
water. The barley crop isiarge, with plenty 
of coarse grain for feeding later in the 
season.

Omaha Laborer on Streets Comes sy 


Into 6 Reestem Heritage. 


| slimes PRESSES HIS CASE: | 


Court of Czar Turns Over Right to} 


Estate Worth Millions, 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 4.—[Special. |—Wor bus- 
dreds of years. the proud house of the Pan- 
uskas ruled in a province of Russia; ia tae 
vicinity of Warsaw. It was in toueh with 
nobility and the head of the same was @ 
duke, possessed of an estate that extended 
over thousands of acres. Nearly a century 
ago Duke Panuska was driven from his 
possessions and the dukedom usurped. Now, 
however, a new duke has come up from the 
common people and is Obeek te Lae pene: 
sion of his own. 

Ten days ago John Panuske was a laborer 
on the streets of Omaha, working at $1.75 
per day, but now he is a real Russian duke. 
He belonged to what is known as the “* White 
Wings” ..brigade. His duties ten 
hours of hard work each day during 
those hours he swept the refuse from the: 
streets, gathered it into a little bive barrei, 
and pushed this to the dump. 

Any day, rain or shine, during the last six 
years, John Panuska might have been seen 
on Howard street, one of the busy thorough- 
fares, clothed in a suit of white duck, the 
regulation uniform, pushing his broom, using 
his shovel, or wheeling his little barrel away. 

Jqhn ‘Panuska was @ frugal man and hay- 
ty. it 
much 
more than enough to keep the wolf from 
the door. While not clannish,’ he lived in 
the Russian quarter of the city in a mod- 
est little cottage just large enough to ho 
himself and the members of the family, Tiot 
even having a spare room for a guest in 
the event one should call. 


May Hobnob with the Czar. 

With John Panuska conditions — have 
changed. He is no longer a street laborer, 
but a duke, a member of the nobility of the 
Russian empire, and a man who'in the future 
may be in close touch with the czar. The 
dukedom dees not come to him by reason of 
preference given over some other, nor be- 
cause of having been able to shine in society, 
but simply because he has established the 
rightful claim to the lands and the titles 
that have existed with the family for cen- 
turies, 

The great-great-grandfather of John Pan- 
uska was a man of great force in Russia.and 
was one of the most enthusiastic and loyal 
supporters of the czar of that period. On ac- 
count of his loyalty he wae created a duke 
and -given a dukedom consisting of many 
thousands of acres of land something like 
twenty-five miles from Warsaw. Here he 
erected a large castle that still stands. He 
built,cottages for the peasants who were em- 
ployed upon the place. Much of the land 
was brought to a high state of cultivation, 
while large tracts remained in forest, where 
Duke Panuska hunted wild animals and en- 
tertained his friends. 

War and strife and struggles for suprem- 
acy followed one another in the portion of 
Russia where the Panuska estate was locat- 
ed. When an old man, Duke Panuska was 
driven by a superior force from his estate 
and his dukedom usurped. The grief drove 
him to death and in later years his eldest 
son attempted to establish his claim to the 
property and thetitle. His efforts were fruit- 
lese, for many of the papers were destroyed 
and the dominant party in the province was 
antagonistic to the house of the Panuskas 
and their friends. 

The grandfather and the father of the pres- 
some efforts to re- 
gain possession of the property, but were 
unable to establish their claims and so the 
matter rested. They died in Russia and 
when a young man, thirty years ago, John 
Panuska, now Duke Panuska, believing that 
the old story. that had come to him-in the 
way of a tradition was but a myth, left Rus- 
sia and came to America. 


Duke, He Associated with Peasants. 

While he felt that royal blood coursed 
through his veins, he was a peasant, and as 
euch had associated with peasants. For this 
reason he. had never been studious. and had 
never taken the trouble to look up his an- 
cestry of the title to the estate that right- 
fully belonged to him as the eldest son of a 
Panuska, who wae the heir to a dukedom. 

When John Panuska reached America*he 
cast aside all though of being a member of 
, Russian nobility and sought any honest em- 
‘ ployment that would furnish him the means 
of securing an existence. For a time it was 
difficult, a@ it was a strange land. He was 
among strange people and to him they spoke 
a strange tongue. In New York he worked 
at day labor for a few months and then 
started west, believing that the opportunt- 
ties were greater. Arriving in Omaha nearly 
twenty years ago, he started to carve out a 
fortune. Like thousands of others, progress 
was slow, and up to the time of the receipt 
of the news of his good fortune, he had been 
able to make little more than a living. 

When Duke Panuska came to America he 
was forced to leave his wife and babe be-, 
hind, but as soon as he earned sufficient 
money to pay their passage he sent for them. 

While John Panuska had given up the 
dream of lands and royal titles, not so with 
a younger brother, Jens, who remained in 
the old country, and during recent years has 
become a prominent attorney of Prague, Bo- 
hemia. He knew the story of the Panuska 
dukedom, and while he realised that he could 
never become the rightful heir to the title 
of distinction and the property, he deter- 
mined that-he would, if possible, bring his 
brother into possession of what should have: 
gone to him upon the death of their father. 


Examines Records; Gets Proofs. 

He examined the records in the archivesat 
Warsaw and journeyed to St. Petersburg. 1 
One day in going through musty papers that 
had been stowed away in chests for years 
he found the original documents creating the 
house of the Panuskas. He traced the title 
down to the time of the usurpation of more 
than a century ago. 

Them back to Warsaw he came and egain 
into the records he delved. There he found 
that the chain of title had been broken and 
that the presents claimants and their an- 
cestors were without documents of any kind 
to establish their rights. More proof was 
secured and the matter was taken up to 
the ruling head of the province. He 

He ruled with the Panuskas, but an appeat 
was taken to the court of the czar. There 
the matter was given careful consideration, 
and as a result the ruler of all the Russias 
held that the tiile to the Panuska lands an 
to the dukedom was in the Panuekas “oe 
that the rightful heir would be the eldest 
gon of the last one of the line. This last one 
is John Panuska of Omaha, now about 60 
years of age, and who all life has had to 
struggle to keep the wolfffom the door, 


Estate Is Worth Millions. 

Jena Panuska, in writing to his brother. 
gays the estate is of the value of several 
million dollars and that ™ the income will 
amount to what would be not less than 
$100,000 per year in America. Although it 
is his to occupy, the title does not. pass to 
John Panuska. Under the original gr it 
was to pass from father to eldest son, and 
in the event of there not being a son it w 
revert to the government. In the present 
case, John Panuska has a son, and when 
the old man dies this son, Joseph, a man now 
about 30 years of age, will be come the Duke 
Panuska and inherit a life interest in the 
estate, together with all the profits during 
the balance of his lifetime. 

Now that his title to the dukedom and the 
‘interest In the property is firmiy established, 
it is likely that John Panuska will leave for 
Europe within a short time. However, he 
is not vain or silly about the matter. He 
continues wearing his *‘ white wings’’ and 
pushes his blue barre! along the etreets just 
the same as he did a few days ago when he }
